WHY HE CANNOT SUPPORT CLEVELAND. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Sept. 5.-—|Special.}|—The fol- 
lowing correspondence Of Patrick Egan, the 
recently-elected President of the Irish Land 
League, to the press of this city, explains it- 
self: 

„LIxcol x. Neb., Sept. 4, 1884.—To the Editor 
of the State Journal: Mur contemporary. the 
Daily State Democrat, having on two distinct 
occasions referred, as I Consider most unwar- 
rantably and unfairly, to my, political opinions, 
now refuses, contrary to all resognized rules of 
decent journalism, to publish any but a gar- 
bled copy of my reply. I send you herewith 
the letter which I addressed to that journal in 
full, and beg you will do me the favor of 
placing it before the public. Yours truly, 

“ PaTrRick EGAN, 


“ LIncoun, Neb., Sept. 8, 1884.—Editor of the 
Daily State Democrat—S1R: For the second time 
within the last three weeks you have dragged 
my name into the politicai campaign, although 
up to the present moment I have never spoken 
publicly or written a single word to give you 
as a journalist any ground for so doing. Be- 
fore the late Boston convention of the Irish 
National League I had as the result of 
close observation aud careful research 
made up my mind that there existed 
no good grounds by which the Democratic 
party should hold any Mortgage on my vote 
because I happened to be an Irishman. I 
weighed with care and deliberation the merits 
of the two Presidential candidates, ana I came 
to the conclusion that neither as an Irishman 
nor as an adopted citizen ot America could Mr. 
Grover Cleveland have my support. The case 
of Mr. John Devoy, on which you so persistent- 
ly harp, and which you bave again and again 
referred to as the only ground of my opposi- 
tion tq Mr. Cleveland, was only one of the many 
objections which I ¢@mtertained to that 


gentieman. I did indeed consider the treat- 


ment meted to Mr. Devoy of the very basest 
kind, and as a strong evidence of eithér tne 
hostility and contempt of Mr. Cleveland for 
Trishmen of National opinions, but I objected 
also to Mr. Cleveland as the pet candidate of 
the London Times, the London Standard, the 
London Daily Teegraph, the London Daily 
News, the London St. James’ Gazette, the Lon- 
don Review—in fact of the entire En- 
Flish press. I objected to him as the pet ¢andi- 
date of Puck and Harper’s Weekly, as the author 
of innumerable vetoes in the interest of the great 
monopolies, and as a man who had, as I be- 
lieved, proved himself the enemy of every just 
right of the tolling millions. I objected to Mr. 
Cleveland because I felt that, in the words of 
the Boston Pilot, a straight out and out Demo- 
cratic organ, ‘he has not a single quality to 
fit him for the Presidency of the United States.’ 
I had made up my mind to support Mr. Blaine, 
because from long observation I had come 
to regard him as the very opposit of ali this, 
as an American of Americans, a man 
among men, as an able statesman 
fitted by nature and culture and experience to 
fill with credit to the country ana to himself 
the position of President of this great Nation. 
These were a few of grounds of my objec 
tion to your candidate uud my preference for 
Mr. Blaine. and, as I have before stated, they 
have never, up to this present time, been made 
public by me, nor would they be now if you 
bad not compelled me by your unfair comments 
and by your unworthy sneer at ‘Irish wis- 
dom,“ to state them. When, however, at 
Boston I accepted the Presidency of the Irish 
National League I considered that whatever my 
private opinion might be I was then pre- 
cluded trom taking any active part in Amer- 
ican politics. | Accordingly I have abstained 
from taking auy part, nor shall I as long as I 
hold the office, This is my position. I must 
beg you, therefore, to spare me the trouble of

. HITT RENOMINATED FOR CONGRESS. 

FREEPORT, III., Sept. 5.— [Special.] — The 
Sixth District Republican Congressional Con- 
vention was held in this city today. There 
was a good representation of prominent mem- 
bers of the party from all over the district. 
Dr. Sheffield of Jo Daviess County was Chair- 
man. The Hon. Robert R. Hitt of Mount Mcr- 
ris was nominated by acclamation. Mr. Hitt 
feelingly thanked the convention for the honor 
conferred by a unanimous renomination. 
He briefly discussed the Civil-Service bill, the 
Educational bill, the Tariff bill, and the 
Fitz John Porter bill, and referred 
to the situation in the Southern States, where 
Republicans were no more permitted to vote 
than before the War. He closed with a glowing 
and eloquent eulogy upon Blaine. He was fre- 
quently applauded. 

The Hon. James I. Neff, a well-known Re- 
publican of Freeport, was nominated for mem- 
ber of the State of Equalization. A reso- 
lution was passed instructing the member of 
Congress to use his influence with the Animal 
Industry Bureau. to induce that inst 
tution ta prevent, as far as posst- 
dle, the spread of ous diseases from one 
State to another. The gressional Commit- 
tee was appointed as follows: Carroll, R. G.

The Chicago platform 
was indorsed, and the convention adjourned 
with three cheers for the whole ticket.

THE DOMINION. 
The Wharfage Rate on Grain at Mont- 
real—A New Canal Proposed. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—Thom- 
as Cramp of the Dominion Steamship Company, 
formerly Chairman of the Harbor Commission- 
ers, states that the reimposition of the old 
wharfage rate on grain is most inopportune 
and likely to materially injure the Port of 
Montreal. His views are shared by Alex. Mur- 
ray of the Canadian Shipping Company, by A. 
D. Thompson & Co., and nearly all shippers. 
They say had it not been for the reduced dues 
they would not have had more than 
a quarter of the trade they have 
had, and the amount of business done 
during the last three dull months is not 
to be taken as a criterion of the trade of a sea- 
son. Prices are cut so now that a difference of 
one-eighth will sometimes send the grain to 
— York, Boston, Philadelphia, or New Or- 
eans. 

A proposition has been laid before the Gov- 
ernment by the members of the County of 
Chambly to build a canal, a distance of eleven 
miles only, from Longuevil to Chambly, to con- 
nect the St. Lawrence with the Richelieu River, 
by which means the water route to New York 
from this point would be shortened by eighty 
miles. The country situated between the two 
points mentioned is a dead level.

The following extract is from a letter from 
Mr. Perry P. Powell, now of Winfield, Kas., 
written the lith of August to his brother, 
Mr. J. F. Powell: He says: 

“Il received a couple of papers yesterday 
from you and read articles marked. I can 
imagine your thoughts when you were 
wrapping them for me—viz.: how is politics 
in Kansas? Well, Joba, there are but few 
worse tanatics on the temperance question 
than I, and | am for Blaine and Logan first, 
last, and all the time. When u comes to Na- 
tional politics there is but one course for Pro- 
bibitionists to pursue at the present state of 
the game, and that is to vote the straight Re- 
publican ticket, for throug!i them only can we 
expect any favors.

Boston, Mass., Sept. 5.—(Special.}—The Re- 
publican majority in the State election in Ver- 
mont is ndw set at 22,000 in round numbers. 
These figures are quite satifactory to the 
leading Repubiicans ot Vermont, who regard 
the result as a substantial victory. The Dem- 
ocrats expected to reduce the majority below 
20,000, and many Republicans did not expect 
that it would exceed that figure. The average 
Republican majority at the September elections 
since 1876 has been 21,454, or alittie less than 
the majority this year. The Independent tick- 
et polied less than 200 votes. 

Wuite River Joncrion, Vt., Sept. 5.—Re- 
turns from 240 towns, givipg the complete 
Gubernatorial vote of the State, show the fol- 
lowing result: Total vote cast, 62,421. Pingree 
(Republican) received 41,917; Redington (Dem- 
ocrat), 19,838; Souié (Greenback), 480; Inde- 
pendent and scattering, 1,861, making Pingree’s 
majority 21,413. 

The proportional loss to the Republicans 
is about 12 per cent; of the Demo 
crats, 6.5 per cent. The reduction of 
the Republican majority is 8,599.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 5.—Members of 
the British Science Association did not putin 
an appearance at the sessions of the American 
Association today, but in the evening they at- 
tended à reception given in their honor at the 
Academy of Music by the citizens of Philadel- 
phia, at which the American Association Insti- 
tute of Mining Engineers aid a number of 
foreign delegates were present. After the ad- 
journment of the general session of the asso- 
ciation this morning, several sections 
met to hear and discuss papers com- 
ing before them. The meetings of these 
subordinate bodies, with the exception of those 
on economic science, anthropo!ogy, and mathe- 
matics, did not attract as large audiences as 


» vere present ‘the previous day. In the Econom- 


ic Science section women visitors were & 
notable feature. In some of the sections black- 
boards were conspicuous, and illustrations and 
designs were almost everywhere. The Chemis- 
try section was peculiar for its, collection of 
jars and instruments. The discussions and 
papers developed no matters of special interest 
beyond the professional circle. 
THE FUTURE OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Jobn Biddulph Martin of London, England, 
read a paper on the future of the United States. 
His main point was embraced in a query as to 
the means by which the enormous population 
of the future, which the rapid occupation of 
our soil foreshadows, is to be fed. He con- 
tends that Great Britain would long supply the 
market for cheap American food products; 
that, as a resuit of railway building, we would 
have a large accretion of bona fide 
railway securities; that the ultimate 
abolition of the National debt would create a 
fail in the rate of interest which would be se- 
riously felt by those depending on fixed in- 
comes, and further result in lower wages and 
prices generally; that the continuance of a 
large National income from customs duties on 
imports would make necessary this abolition; 
and, finally, that with the increase of population 
and the diffusion of wealth individual fortunes 
will be less easily made and less opportunity 
given for gigantic operations in produce or 
stocks. 

SEA LEVELS, THE GULF STREAM, AND DEEP- 
SEA TEMPERATURE. 

In the section on Geology and Geography the 
most interesting subject was relative to the 
level of the Atlantic Oct an ana Gulf of Mexico, 
and remarks on the Gulf Stream and deep-sea 
temperature. Prof, J. E. Hilgard introduced 
the matter by describing the original conti 
nental outline and the fracture of the Acadian 
Peninsula. ö 

Capt. Pim of the English navy humorously 
observed that, as the peninsula referred to 
was part of the British possessions, he had 
felt some little alarm when Prof. Hilgard spoke 
of it as belonging geographically to the United 
States. He was apprehensive that ber Majes- 
ty's territorial dominion was about to be ruth- 
lesly abridged. But, witb respect to the refer- 
ence which had been made to the West 


Indies, he would cordially agree 
that they did, both geographically and 
polifically, belong to the United States, 


und be could wish Americans joy with such 
new possessions. ‘There was another island. 
one across the Atlantic, that possibly might be 
coveted, and on that point be thought England 
would be willing to make almost any sacrifice, 
if such were necessary, to preserve her present 
friendly relations with America. ;

At 1 o'clock the reception 
committee in cabs left the city-ball and pro- 
ceeded to the hotels where the scientists are 
billeted and escorted them to the city-ball. 
Sixty-eight backs were brought into requisi- 
tion. At the city-hall they were received by 
the Mayor. A large representative gatue ring, 
including many ladies, assembled in the Coun- 
cul Chamber. The visitors included Sir 
Richard Temple, Gen. Sir Henry Lefroy, 
Sir Henry Koscoe, Prof. Boyd Dawkins, 
Prof. Gladstone, and a large number of wom- 
en.

An order was issued directing the 
Broadway Railroad Company to show cause 
why such aninjunction sbould not stand, and 
itis returnable next Monday, when an inter- 
esting scene is expected to take place in Judge 
Donohue's court-room. 

Inspector Byrnes was asked today if,there 
vas any foundation for the rumor that be had 
been making, or had been called upon to make, 
ah investigation of charges of bribery against 
the Aldermen. 

“That is a subject about which I decline to 
make any statement,” said he. When pressed 
to either admit or deny that he had 
the matter under investigation, be again said: 

„ You must excuse me; that is a question to 
which I will make no reply.“ 

From other sources, which may be looked 
upon as trustworthy, it was ascertained that 
Inspector Byrnes, at the request of Mayor Ed- 
son, bad been making a quiet investigation 
into the charges. The Inspector was at the 
city-ball today in consultation with city officials 
on the subject. Several of the central-office 
detectives have been engaged in quietly ** shad- 
owing’’ members of the Board of Aldermen, 
and the information obtained will be placed 
before the grand jury forits action.

TRADE TOPICS. 
A SLIGHT IMPROVEMENT IN BUSINESS—THE 
WEEK'S FAILURES. ; 
New York, Sept. 5.—/|Special.}—Special 
telegrams to Bradstreet's from leading trade 
centres point to a moderate improvement in 
the movement of general merchandise at a few 
cities. New York City, however, is not one of 
them, nortis Philadelphia, or Baltimore. At 
Boston a moderate gain in orders in some lines 
is repurted. Cotton goods at that market are 


reported stiffening somewhat, as a result of the 


restriction in production. In the East, how- 
ever, the severe hot weather has unfavor- 
ably affected trade. At St. Louis, on 
the other band, the volume of fall 
trade is said to be quite satisfactory, 
and the presence of numerous country buyers 
promises a continuance. At Kansas City trade 
is said to be active and in some lines brisk. 
Leading Kansas cities report a fair to moderate 
amount of new business, due mainly to local 
causes. Lea ling Southeastern cities, such as 
Charleston, Wilmington, and Savannah, state 
that the fall trade is beginning, and that it 
is fairly satisfactory. From Chicago word 
comes that trade is dull, and that such 
increases as have been noted have been smaller 
than expected. The leading Western. money 
markets show a greater disposition to loan 
funds, but a smaller demand therefor. 

Dry goods prices have been steady. The 
movement is increasing, although still of com- 
paratively moderate dimensions. 

There were 178 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstrect’s during the last week, 
ascompared with 169 in the preceding week, 
and with 142, 121, and 65 respectively in 
the corresponding weeks of 1883, 1882, and 
1881. About 82 per cent were those of 
small traders whose capital was less than 
$5,000. Canada bad eighteen—an increase of 
four. The San Francisco correspondent of 
Bradstreet’s reports that general trade is stag- 
nated. This, in the midst of plenty. is ex- 
plained as due to the transition state of com- 
merce caused by changes in transportation. 


THE VANDERBILT FAMILY. 
THEIR LOSSES ON WALL STREET. 

New York, Sept. 5.—[Special.]—The losses 
sustained by the Vanderbilt family in Wall 
street, owing to the depreciation of securities 

the last year were the subject of general 
nversation among bankers and stock brokers 
today. A well-informed broker today, when 
asked what the general opinion on 
the street was in regard to Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt’s alleged losses, said: 

“The report is generally believed to be true. 
When William H. Vanderbilt was last in 
Europe,” he continued. he had to cable over 
here the combination of his safe in order that 
those in charge of his financial affairs here 
could get ue necessary funds to cover his 
losses on the street.“ 

He thougut Vanderbilt and his sons, William 
K. and Cornelius, have lost as much as 350, 
000,000 on the street lately, and that if they 
kept on they would leave more money on the 
Street than they ever took out of it. 


THE COTTON CROP. 
ITS CONDITION—INJURY FROM DROUTH. 

New York, Sept. 5.—[ Special. Bradstreet's 
tomorrow will contain a detailed report of the 
condition of the growing cotton crop, advices 
being received to Aug. 22 by mail and to date 
by telegraph. The report is based on 
1150 replies from 609 out of the 650 
counties growing over 500 bales of cotton each. 
The most that can be said in a general way as 
regards the weather for the month is that, 
while the reports vary from fair to good in the 
Carolinas and Georgia, the tendency is toward 
below tair as the Southwest is neared, and for 
Texas the weather report is distinctly bad. As 
to blooming and fruiting, the reports 
are unusually variable, but bere 
again Texas sends gloomy accounts. 
The correspondents in Texas, under the de- 
pressing influence of the continued dry 
weather, teli of serious harm from drouth, 
shedding, and rust. Only four States report 
injury from worms, and that but slight. The 
state of the cultivation of the crop is reported 
from fairto good. Taking the whole region 
together the prospects of the crop were not 
above fair Aug. 22. 

The telegraphic advices comprise forty-four 
dispatches. The situation in the Carolinas is 
reported favorable. Georgia telegrams are 
not so favorable. The Alabama and Mississip-. 
pi advices are conflicting. Louisiana dispatches 
all tell of injury from drouth. The dispatches 
are on the whole favorable, ana the crop has 
not improved very distinctly in that State since 
the date of mail advices. The dispatches from 
Arkansas and Tennessee are conflicting. 


CASHIER HILL. 

BELIEF THAT HE COMMITTED SUICIDE—INVES- 
TIGATING THE NATIONAL BANK OF NEW 
JERSEY. 

New Tonk. Sept. 5.—[Special. |—Is is pretty 
generally believed in New Brunswick, N. J., 
that Charles S. Hill, Cashier of the National 
Bank of New Jersey, committed suicide, al- 
thougb many are at a loss to understand why 
he should have taken such a step.

“CALLED BACK.” 
WILLIAM J. PERGUSON CHARGED WITH BREAK-

New York, Sept. 5.— [Special. Wiluam J. 
Ferguson, the Italian villain in ** Calied Back,“ 
has just been somewhat rudely called back to 
the remembrance of a contract which existed 
between William J. Kelly and himself. Mr. 
Kelly bas begun a suit in the court of 
Common Pleas to recover $26,000 damages for 
an alleged breach of contract. The gentlemen 
entered into a contract in July, 1883, by which 
Kelly was to furnish the capital of a theatrical 
company and Ferguson was to be the star.

The Rock Island and Milwaukee & 
St, Paul Will Extend Their Lines if 
the Tripartite Combination Is 
Broken. 

The meeting of the managers of the Western 
roads to be held in this city Sept. 15 and 16 18 
looked forward to with unusual interest, as it 
will then be cecided definitly whether the trip- 
artite complication ean be amicably ad- 
justed or not. The managers of nearly 
all the roads in this city think that the meeting 
will nut be able to accomplish anything, and 
that a general war on Westeen business will 
be the result. So much is certain, that the 


tripartite combination will not be abandoned, 
as the Rock Island and Milwaukee & St. Paul 


are fully determined to hold the Union Pacific 
to the original contract. As the Santa Fé 
refuses to enter into any arrangement for the 
maintenance of Western rates so long as the 
tripartite contract is not abrogated, it is easy 


to see that nothing but a decisive war can set- 
tle the issue, 

The reason assigned by the Rock Island and 
Milwaukee & St. Paul people for insisting upon 
the carrying out of the original contract no mat- 
ter what the result may be, is that they would 
never have entered into the contract with the 
Union Pacific, but, for the fact that in order to 
meet the competition of the Burlington and 
other roads having independent lines west 
from the Missouri River, they could not hold 
their own without also having an independent 
outlet. They were compelled either to form an 
alliance with the Union Pacific or to build new 
lines west from the river. As there are already 
more roadsin that territory than are neces- 
sary they thought it best for all concerned to 
make the alliance with the Union Pacific. The 
very roads which had been fighting the combi- 
nation, they say, had as much to gain by that 
arrangement as they had themselves, 
as the competition from new lines would 
certainly be more injurious than _ the 
competition of the tripartite combination. If 
the opponents of the combination should suc- 
ceed by some means or other to break up the 
tripartite agreement, the Rock Island and Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul declare it to be their firm 
determination to at once commence the con- 
struction of new lines to give them an inde- 
pendent outlet west from the river. 


The Demand for a Change of Percent- 
ages for the Southwestern Railway 
Association. 

As stated in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, a meeting 
of the Southwestern Railway Association has 
been called for Sept. 16 to consider the ap- 
plication of the Missouri Pacific for 
an increased percentage. It transpires 
that the application of the Missouri 
Pacific for an increase in ite percentage was 
made more than six months ago,and that it 
was the result of a mistake. The monthly re- 
port of tonnage carried at that time showed 
that the Missouri Pacific bad carried more than 
twice its allotted percentage of the 
business. The Missouri Pacific offi- 
cials, it is claimed, jumped at the 
conclusion that the report was correct and 
forthwith gave notice that it could not afford 
to pay over to the other roads such large 
amounts, and that it wanted an increased per- 
centage. Investigation, however, revealed the 
fact that a mistake was made in compiling 
the report above mentioned, and that the 
Missouri Pacific bad carried only about 
one-half the business stated in the report. Yet 
the Missouri Pacific has never withdrawn its 
application, and insists that the percentages 
should be rearranged. On account of the 
position taken by the Missouri Pacific 
the Burlington has also given notice late- 
ly that it wants a larger percentage, claiming 
that it bas been carrying more than the al- 
lotted percentage, and that it is certainly en- 
titled to an increase if the Missouri Pacific is. 
The other roads claim that the present percent- 
ages are about as equitably apportioned as 
coula be desired, and that if thereis any road 
that gets more than it should bave it is proba- 
bly the Wabash. None of the other roads, it is 
claimed, get more than they are justly entitied 
to, and if anything is taken off the Wabash 
percentage it shuuld be added proportionally 
to the other roads. The present percentages 
are as follows: Burlington, including the Han- 
nibal & St. Joe, 24 per cent; Wabash, 24 per 
cent; Alton, 24 per cent; Missouri Pacific, 14 
per cent; Rock Island. 14 per cent. The roads 
which get 24 per cent have two roads each— 
the Burlington two from: Chicago, one via 
Quincy and one via Hopkins; the Wabash one 
from Chicago and one from St. Louis; the Al- 
ton, one from Chicago and one from 
St. Louis, rouds which get 14 
per cent have but one line each—the 
Rock Island from Chicago, and the Missouri 
Pacific from St. Louis. The dissatisfaction arises 
from the fact that no difference is made be- 
tween roads that have long been established 
and those only a short time in existence. which 
cannot command as much business as the 
older. lines. No fears are expressed that 
there will be any serious difficulty. If the 
roads find it impossible to agree among them- 
selves the subject will be submitted to Mr. 
Bogue for arbitration and his decision accepted 
as final. The Southwestern pool bas thus far 
been more successful and worked more har- 
moniously than any other railroad in the coun- 
try, and none of the roads desire to disturb the 
amicable relations of so long standing.

Figures From the Annual Report of 
| the Illinois Central. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 5.—[{Special.|—The 
report of the Illinois Central Railroad Company 
for the year ended June 30 last, now on file with 
the State Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners, gives the following main facts: 
Capital stock, $29,000,000; funded bebt, $1,634,- 
010; unfunded dept, $87,104. The length of 
line operated is 2,315.15 miles. The whole 
number of employés is 4,544, receiving aggre- 
gate annual salaries of $2,607,620. The total 
income from all sources for the year was $12,- 
749.119. The total of the operating expenses, 
taxes, and other charges was $5,748,262, leaving 
a net income of $6,090,735. The amount appli- 
oadle to dividends was $2,931,098. Adding the 
clear balance for the year to the amount for- 
ward from last year, $4,891,749 is found to be 
varried forward to next year. 


The Northern Pacific Land-Grant. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 5,—[Special.)— 
One object of the visit of Judge Payson of IIli- 
nois here is to eudeavor to prevent if possibie 
favorable action of the Interior Department 
upon the report of the Commussioners on the 
Puyullup Branob of the Northern Pacific Road. 
A large tract of coal land is involved. Judge 
Payson holds that the company is endeavoring 
to sequre this under a wrong construction of 
the act, and is endeavoring to maintain that 
a small branch road is part ot the main 
stem and entitled te the grant under 
the original act. The subject was under dis- 
cussion in Congress, but no final action was 
taken. Judge Payson says that the department 
will not take any action upon the report of the 
commission. It is not expected that the In- 
terior Department will do anything in the mat- 
ter of these land-grant roads until Congress 
shall have had another opportunity to act. 


The New York Central Reduces Its 
Dividend. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 5.—{Special.|—A New 
York special says that Chauncey M. Depew, a 
director of the New York Central Railroad, 
state today: “Eight years ago our board 
passed a resolution that hereafter and until 
further directed the Treasurer be directed to 
pay quarterly dividends at the rate of 8 per 
cent yearly at fixed periods. Yesterday the 
board repassed that resolution, fixing the rate 
at 6 per cent per annum, but leaving the rest 
of the resolution as before.“ 


Decadence of Indianapolis as a Rail- 
road Centre. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 5.—|Special.]—The 
decaiience of east-bound business out of this 
city is one of the marked foatures of railway 
statistics. In 1880 there were hauled eastward 
713,872 tons of freight; in 1881, 501,371 tons; 
in 1982,390,580 tons; in 1883, 344,129 tons; and 
the movement this year is in a corresponding 
decreasing ratio. This is explained largely by 
the fact that in 1880 Indiana produced the largest 
cropof corn in many years, that cereal being 
the bulk of the freight moved.

Chicago Linseed-Oll Works. 

The Chicago Linseed-Oil Works at Grand 
Crossing, a part of the Standard Oil Company's 
system of factories, and locally under the man- 
‘gement of the P. C. Hanford Oil Company, 
were damaged by fire yesterday afternoon and 
saved from total destruction only by the 
prompt action of the employés and the timely 
assistance of Engine No. 2, South Chicago. The 
fire started about 3 o’clock in the east end of 
the top floor at the north corner. It swept the 
floor through to the west wall and burned out 
the roof. The upper floor was divided in half 
by a fire-wall, which confined the flames to the 
north half. The burned portion was stored 
with linseed oil, while on the other side of the 
fire-wall were large tanks of gasoline. Had the 
flames reached the highiy-explosive gasoline 
the building would probably have been blown 
to atoms, as well as the Lyman Manufacturing 
Company’s barbed-wire factory adjoining. As 
soon as the fire was discovered an alarm was 
sent to South Chicago and a hose attached to 
the engine of the works. The South Chicago 
steam fire engine arrived in time to aid the 
efforts of the employés at the works and the 
Grand Crossing Hose Company, and at 4:30 the 
fire was deciared out. The building is a large 
three-story brick structure about 50x100 feet. 
The ave force employed is ten men, the 
capital $100,000, and the annual product is 
valued at $800,000. The loss is estimated at 
$1,000 on stock and building.

Destructive Fires at Durham and 
Newbern, N. C. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Sept. 5.— [Special. Fire at 
Durham last night destroyed the extensive to- 
bacco-factory of T. T. Faucett and the works 
of the Durham Cigaret Company, causing a 
loss of not less than $25,000. Other valuable 
property was saved by great efforts. 

At Newbern early this morning the largest 
fire in twenty years occurred, endangering 
the entire city. Two market-houses were 
burned and a large number of frame buildings, 
stores, Offices, and residences, and a few brick 
structures. The spread of the fire was ro- 
markably rapid, owing to the character of the 
buildings.

The ledger and other 
books and papers belonging to the firm, 
and which were supposed to have been lost, 
were found intact in the safe, although the 
front door were open during the fire. This is 
fortunate for the firm, as they have over $200,- 
000 in accounts on the books. The firm will re- 
sume business in a few days. Their old stand 
will be rebuilt within the next forty days.

Loxpoxn, Aug. 25.—A telegram from the 
Chinese Embassy announces that Chow-Chow 
was bombarded by the French this morning.

Enuf. 

The fight yesterday at Hang-Hai was a very 
hot one—so hot, in fact, that a regiment of 
coolies was sent for by return mail to rein- 
force the Chinese, who have been largely re- 
duced by this exhausting work at Koko-Che- 
lunk and Chelay-Li. Col. Hi, from the low 
lands, with 700 skyrockets arrived last evening 
at Chow-Chow, and confidence is in a measure 
restored. 

Considerable alarm is feltin the town ow- 
ing to the scarcity of food, and the Coolies 
have been put on half-portions of fire-crack- 
ers. The mortality among the Puz-Zules, a 
friendly tribe, is increasing, and the presence 
of four cholera germs at the German Consul's 
has done little to allay the fears of the people.

On the other 
hand, the Manderins are firm in the belief that 
French-China will be injured to such an extent 
by further operations that the French Govern- 
ment willhave to put up with the present 
laundry rates. —Life.

In the rural 
districts there has been no Republican defec- 
tion, while there have been some gains from 
the Democrats. In the cities there is a wide- 
spread revolt against Cleveland on the part 
of the Democratic workingmen. This is par- 
ticularly the case in New, York, Brooklyn, 
and the large ¢ities. The organization of the 
State has been pushed with great energy, 
and there are now 2,000 Republican cam- 
paign clubs in good working order. From a 
second canvass of the State, extending over 
the month of August, the Republican Cam- 
paign Committee has reason to believe that 
if an election were held soon Blaine would 
receive 75,000 majority in the Empire State. 


A Democratic paper published at Lin- 
coln, Neb., having attacked Mr. Patrick 
Egan, the recently-elected President of the 
Irish National League, for having spoken in 
private conversation it favor of the election 
of Mr. Blaine, Mr. Egan addressed a letter 
to the editor of the paper in question, which 
was refused insertion, charging that the 
references to him were unwarrantable and un- 
just.

DEMOCRATIC DESPONDENCY. 
During a period of three or four months | 
which recurs regularly once every four years 
—July, August, September, and October— 
the Democrats usually revel in a blissful 
dream of confidence. They ignore their past 
history, they forget their tormer defeats, and 
they work themselves up to an unbpunded 
enthusiasm over the prospect of success. ‘The 


conditions this year for the most part are 
about the same as usual. The old- 
time Democrats renew over the social 
glass all the hopefulness of their 
youthful days, nearly a generation ago, and 
go to the extreme length of earrying linois, 
Iowa, Michigan, Wisconsin, and other equal- 
ly strong Republican States -in their minds, 
There is a certain genuineness about this 
Democratic confidence during the three 
months preceding a Presidential election be- 
cause it is inspired by the elgment of hopeful- 
ness, which is all that keeps the Democratic 
party together. But it has no significance, 
because it is uncalculating and is ¢qually 
strong under depressing as well as under 
encouraging signs of the campaign. It is 
not influenced by any of the events of the 
past or the indications of the present; it is 
simply blind and unreasoning. 

At the same time, the enthusiasm of the 
Democrats this year is tempered by certain 
misgivings which they are not able toconceal 
from themselves. They cannot close their 
eyes to the serious dissensions in their own 
party, the indignation of people in the East 
and the West at the tariff straddle, and the 
defection among the Irish-American voters in 
the States where their allegiance is absolute- 
ly essential to Democratic victory. They 
notice that when a group of Irish voters come 
together there is harsh talk and bitter invect- 
ive against the Democratic candidate for 
President. The fact has been forced upon 
them that very many of the Republicans who 
were dissatisfied with Blaine’s nomination at 
the first have wheeled into the party line 
since Cleveland’s true character has been ex- 
posed. Their hurrah continues, but it is not 
s6 loud, The most jubilant Democrat is 
willing to admit that Blaine would be 
elected if the vote were taken today or to- 
morrow, but he claims that Cleveland is 
„gaining ground” and will be all right by 
the 5th of November. He gives no reason 
for the faith that is in him All this savors 
moré of despondency than of confidence; the 
latter is superficial, but the former is deep- 
rooted, 

A significant instance of fhe depression 
which really prevails under the cover of os- 
tentatious confidence was afforded by the 
Louisville Courier-Journal the other day in 
an article criticising the management of the 
Democratic campaign. ‘‘Iif the Democrats 
are not successful in November,“ says Mr. 
Watterson, it will be because the manage 
ment of the campaign is given over to the 
men who mismanaged it fqur years ago.“ 
This shows that Mr. Watterson is appre- 
hensive. of defeat and that he believes the 
tactics of the Democratic managers are 
leading the party in that direction. 
He charges that the same managers 
four years ago threw away, by trick- 
ery and cowardice, what might have 
been a most substantial victory.” He la- 
ments the bad faith with which the real 
vital issue of the campaign, the tariff,” is 
being treated. He calis for some honest and 
efficient work in the West on the basis of 
tariff reform. But the managers will not 
heed his appeal. They are too cowardly and 
tricky, to employ the very words Mr. Watter- 
son uses. The Democratic expedients of 
this year promise to be of the same unsecru- 
pulous character as those of four years ago. 
The forged Morey letter of 1880 finds its 
counterpart in the forged Raum letter of this 
year. Mr. Watterson’s cry for an honest 
and aggressive campaign will meet with no 
response, It could only be made honest and 
aggressive on the Democratic side by urging 
free trade as the great issue of the day, and 
the Campaizn Committee over which ex- 
Senator Barnum presides is not likely to 
take that course. Hence the outlook, from 
Mr. Watterson’s poiut of observation, is dark 
and gloomy.

THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 

Those who remembered how short-lived 
was the excitement of a few months ago, 
when it was positively announced that the 
dreaded foot-and-mouth disease had broken 
out in several places in Kansas and Illinois, 
hoped that the alarm about the spread of 
pleuro-pneumonia in the herds of the State 
would prove to be as unfounded. But the 
evidence of the presence of the distemper is 
accumulating in a way which leaves little 
room to doubt that pleuro-pneumonia has at 
last gained a permanent foothold in the West. 
We have reason to believe that the reports of 
the prevalence of the disease are not exag- 
gerated, and that it exists in all places where 
it has been announced, and probably else- 
where, That this is a very serious matter 
needs hardly to be said. There are no exact 
figures of the number and value of the cattle 
on the farms and ranges of the West, but 
the interest is greater than that of any other 
country, and single associations, like those of 
the stockgrowers of Wyoming, represent 
5100. 000,000. Great Britain lost $450,000,000 
by the pleuro-pneumonia in the first twenty- 
five years of its ravages there, and if it gets 
under headway among our cattle we cap lose 
ten dollars where Great Britain lost one. 

The confessed existence of the lung-plague 
in this country is a keen commentary on the 
short-sighted and selfish folly of the middle- 
men who opposed the efforts to obtain from 
Congress at the last session the needed ap- 
propriation and authority for stamping out 
the infection. A large proportion of the Chi- 
cago Stock-Yards men who) fought the pas- 
sage of the Cattle-Diseases bill at the last 
session are owners of herds and ranches. 
Their opposition to a measure which would 
have subjected an inter-State pestilence to 
inter-State control, and would not have left 
a National calamity to the ineffectual efforts 
of State authorities, can only be classified 
with the ignorant and self-destructive be- 
havior of the poor peasants of France and 
Egypt who tear and rend the physicians and 
nurses sent to protect them from the cholera. 
No one can lose more by the spread of the 
plague than these cattledealers. The per- 
verse action of fae land-owners and cattle 
breeders who controlled the Privy Council of 
Great Britain in its order of February, 1879, 
putting a peremptory stop on the importa- 
tion of American cattle into Great Britain 
because the market for the beef raised on the 
estates of the aristocracy was being taken

will run up to many times what the order of 
the Privy Council has already cost us. 

Pasteur discovered that the ravages of the 
splenic fever among sheep could be headed 
off by inoculation, and some successful ex- 
periments have been made in the inoculation 
of cattle against pleuro-pneumonia. It has 
been stated by the Peterinary Journal of 
England that the Hollanders have got rid of 
the disease by this means, and that experi- 
ments 9 Wrington in England proved that 
cattle when inoculated with the virus took 
the disease in a mild form and were after- 
wards free from it, In the country around 
Edinburg the practice is said to have become 
well settled, and in 1880 our Consul at Bris- 
tol, who.made a study of the matter, reported 
that in consequence of the practice of inocu- 
lation Midlothian was entirely free for the 
first time in forty years from pleuro-pneu- 
monia. This is a remedy which should be 
tried voluntarily by the owers of cattle, but 
in Holland the Government, besides killing alt 
infected cattle, insists on the compulsory in- 
oculation of all the remainder.

FOLLY ON THE STUMP. 

An immense deal of flapdoodle is put forth 
in a Presidential campaign—foolish and use- 
less stuff which serves only to consume time 
and contributes absolutely nothing to the en- 
lightenment of the people. The stump ora- 
tions are usually of this character, but some- 


blage like the lowa Democratic State Con- 
vention. His speech was devoted largely to 
a eulogy of the Democratic candidate for 
President, in the course of which he made 
the most ludicrous comparisons. It is not 
worth while to follow out the speech in de- 
tail, A single sample will suffice. He de- 
clared among other things that Cleveland’s 
address to the committee who officially in- 
formed him of his nomination, and his recent 
letter of acceptance, are models worthy of 
Webster and Jackson.“ 

Eulogies do not as a rule attack the weak- 
est points of their subject, but Judge Doolit- 
tle had set out to eulogize and he was forced 
to content himself with the weak points. 
People have forgotten Cleveland’s brief re- 
ply to the committee when he was notified of 
his nomination, because it purported to be 
informal and was absolutely of no signifi- 
canve. But they remember the letter of ac- 
ceptance. They waited for it a long time 
and nad been led to expect great things from 
it. The Democrats longed for a public ad- 
dress at the hand of their candidate which 
would match Blaine’s letter. The result was 
a ridiculous mouse after the mountain had 
labored. The letter was flat, stale, and un- 
profitable. It was bungling in style and im- 
poverished in material. It evinced no com- 
prehension of the issues of the day and held 
out no promise of personal ability in contend- 
ing with the trials and embarrassments of 
National politics. It was universally voted 
to be a failure. 

How absurd and futile it is, then, to tell 
the people that this letter was a model 
‘* worthy of Webster or of Jackson 1 The 
choice of names used for comparison betrays 
the senselesness of the eulogy. A Web- 
sterian model anda Jacksonian model are 
two very different things. If Cleveland’s let- 
ter was iu the style of Webster, then it was 
not in the style of Jackson, and vice versa. 
Jackson never beat about the bush; Web- 
ster’s sentences were rhetorical masterpieces. 
As a matter of fact, Cleveland’s letter had no 
points of resemblance with the utterances of 
either Jackson or Webster, and could not 
have been a model of both at the same time. 
Nobody knows all this any better than Judge 
Doolittle, and in talking in such a strain he 
must have been count ing on the ignorance of 
his bearers. 

The professional political orator should 
change his style. It may be well enough to 
indulge in flights of fancy, but they should 
not be in such utter disregard of popular in- 
formation as to be repugnant. If Judge 
Doolittle could find anything in Gov. Cleve- 
land’s private life to commend, or anything 
in his public e reer and veto messages to 


some service. But when he compared Cleve- 
land’s vapid letter with the utterances of 
both Webster and Jackson in one and the 


same breath he betrayed the poverty of his 


material for eulogistie purposes, 


THE VANDERBILT SPECULATORS. 

The refusal of prices on Wall street yes- 
terday to dignify the rumors about the ‘* fail- 
ure of Cornelius Vanderbilt“ by declining is 
perhaps the best evidence that the story in 
its published shape is exaggerated. That 
„Corneel has gone to Europe is beyond 
controversy, that he has been speculating is 
to say that he isa Vanderbilt, and that he has 
lost money is very likely, since that is the 
fate of most men who try to live on the tape. 
But there is no evidence that he has 
‘* skipped,” as the excited street rumors put 
it. The fact that Cornelius Vanderbilt is the 
Treasurer of the New York Central and the 
head of the' Board of Directors gave the story 
that his trip to Europe was something in the 
nature of a flight a very ugly and improbable 
look, and no one can be sorry to know that it 
is not true. 

If this Mr. Vanderbilt were simply a rich 
man his losses and speculations would be 
wholly his own business, and such gossip as 
that which has been flying around the last 
two or three days about his operations would 
be uncalled for. But that is not by any means 
his position. He is a director in the most im- 
portant public corporations of the country, 
and holds a commanding place in the control 
of the greatest highway between the wheat 
and corn fields of the West and the shipping 
ports of the East. If such a man speculates 
it instantly becomes the public’s business, for 
if he speculates it will infallibly be in those 
stocks which he knows or thinks he knows 
the most about, and if he speculates in those 
he uses his vantage of trust to outwit the 
very ones for whom he is trustee, and experi- 
ence has shownin a greatabundance of in- 
stances that it is a very quick step from this 
information 
about earnings and expenses, to manipulat- 
ing accounts and managing the business of 
the highway for the, very pufpose of influ- 
encing s*ock speculation and deceiving the 
public. 

Now, Mr. Vanderbilt has rights to specu- 
late which it is easy for any one to see that 
Director or Treasurer Vanderbilt has not. If 
you ask the most hardened partisan of per- 
sonal liberty if a railroad manager has the 
right to speculate he will say Yes, he has the 
right, but he oughtn't to do it. How shall 
the public protect itself from the depreda- 
tions of centi-millionaires like the Vander- 
bilts who run its great highways for the pur- 
pose of betting against the public in Wall 
street with exclusive and previous inform*- 
tion which they cannot only gather but 
manufacture? Time will by-and-by bring a 
remedy in the attainment of a stationary con- 
dition of things when everything, railroad 
business included, will flow along in so quiet 
and regular a current that there will be no 
value in advance information; but if we wait

If the directors and officers of railroads 
were compelled to furnish at regular and fre- 
quent intervals full statements of all their 
roads were doing they would be shorn ofa 
great deal of their mischievous power to spec- 
ulate on the ignorance and confidence of their 
stockholders and the public.

per cent a year, and is disbursing the remain- 
ing 4 per cent from the proceeds of borrowed 
money in order to enable the Vanderbilts and 
other heavy stockholders to unload on the 
public. With a proper system of official re- 
turns every month or quarter, with heavy 
penalties on the manager who “‘ cooked” the 
figures, the people would know what the 
roads were doing, and what objection can an 
honest railroad manager make to such pub- 
licity ? The public has suffered so severely 
from the deceptions practiced on it in the 
stock exchanges by railroad managers who 
concealed facts for swindling purposes that

THE capacity of the steel-rail mills of this 
country is about 1,600,000 tons per annum. 
About 600,000 tons went into new roads last 
year, and the amount used tor renewals, new 
second track, and sidings is estimated at 650,000 
tons, or 5.42 per cent of the total amount of 
rails in track. This rate is equivalent to a re- 
newal of the road once in 18.4 years. At the 
end of 1888 a little more than half the track in 
the United States was iron. The consumption 
of rails for maintenance ran down from 10.30 
per centin 1872, when steel rails were first 
used, to 5.0% per cent in 1877: then back to 11.16 
per cent in 1881, and receded again to 5.42 per 
ceut in 1883. The production of rails increased 
from 83,991 in 1872 to 1,304,393 in 1882. Last 
year the production was 1,156,911. The price 
of rails, alittle less than $26 per ton at the mills, 
is the lowest known in this country.

A BROTHERS CRIME. 


William H. Downie of the Board 
of Trade Found Lying in 
Death. 


A Younger Brother Said to Have Shot 
Him—What He Has to 
Say. 


Frequent Quarrels Over the Division of 
Their Mother's Property Lead 
to the Tragedy, 


Shortly af ter 7 o'clock last evening the dead 
body of William H. Downie, 30 years ola, mem- 
ber ot the Board-of-Trade firm of Downie & 
Co., No. 155 Washington street, was found in 
the basement dining-room ot his home, No. 244 
La Salle avenue, by his adopted sister Mallie, a 
child of 14, whomafew moments before be nad 
dispatched to Foltz's saloon, Chivago avenue 
and Wells street, fora quart of beer. The 
circumstances surrounding the death are sus- 
picious, and in the opinion-of the police sug- 
gest fratricide. The deceased reached home 
at 7 o'clock in the evening, when the bell upon 


Moody's church was ringing. To bis adopted 


sister, who beside himself was the only occu- 
pant of the bouse, he expressed annoyance at 
the sound of the bell and requested her to go 
for beer. It was gotting dark, and 
at her solicitation he accompanied her to 
the rear basement door and, promised to 
await her return there, she being atraid to pass 
the barns inclosing the alley through whieb she 
bad to pass. She says she was not absent 
more thanten minutes, but ber brother was 
not at the door. Passing to the dining-room 
she saw him lying upon the floor, face down- 
ward, his head in the corner nearest the street. 
She spoke to him and said, I know you are 
only joking, piease get up, do not frighten 
me.“ He did not move when she repeated the 
request, 
FOUND DEAD. 

Then, raising his head, she noticed a quantity 
of rags and newspapers that had been 
accumulated in the corner clinging to 
his head, fand, removing these, the 
blood burst from a bullet wound in 
the cheek-bone directly beneath the left temple. 
She ran screaming into the street, and, meeting 
two lads, cried, ** My brother has been shot! 
One of the youths suggested that they go in, 
but the other advised the immediate procur- 
ance of a doctor. 
residence of Dr. 8. Strauser, No. 221 La 
Salle avenue, and related the  circum- 
stance to him. He returned witb her 
and was the first to enter the house after the girl 
had discovered the condition of ber brother. 
Judge Anthony, who lives in the neighborhood, 


| hearing tie eries of the girl., hastened into the 


street, and was the second to enter the room of 
death. These men attest that the body, when 
they first viewed it, was upon the floor, the 
head and shoulders resting against the support 
of the marble mantel, forming a direct 
angle with the position in which 
the girl says she saw it, the 
mantel being about six feet from the corner, 
where, according to the child. the head rested. 
Life was extinct when the doctor examined the 
body, though the blood was not coagulated, 
and death could not have occurred more than 
twenty minutes before. The police were im- 
mediately summoned. They found an almost 
bare room. ln the centre of the carpetiess 
floor was a small extension table with a colored 
damask cloth. There was only one 
chair in the room, and the ornaments 
consisted of a pair of cheap bronzed 
plaster of Paris vases upon the mantel and a 
pair of panel dining-room miedaliions upon 
the walls. A collection of old linen, rags, 
and newspapers inthe northeast corner was 
covered with blood, and biood-marks were 
upon the wall near the floor. No weapon of 
any description could be found in the house 


or upon the body, the clothing of the lattefy 


yieided only atew letters, a rosary—he being 

an usber at the Cathedral of the Holy Name— 

and 75 cents in money.

THE BROTHERS QUARRELED. 


The absence of any weapon exploded the 
theory of suicide.

Charles J., who is some five years the junior of 
William H., had been at bitter enmity owing to 
the disposition of the homestead at No. 244 La 
Salle avenue, valued at $9,000, which was 
bequeathed to Wiliam, Charies, the 
younger, wus formerly on the Board 
of Trade, though of late he has 
followed no vocation. Three years ago he was 
married. The friends and acquaintances of 
both say that Charles constantiy dwelt upon 
the wrongs his elder brother had brought upon 
him, and it is said he often threatened to 
bim.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., Sept. 5.— Special. — A 
cave-in covering an area of ninety-five acres 
took place about 12:30 this morning at a point 
near Plaingville, on the line of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad, and directiy oVer the workings 
of the Enterprise Colliery.

Wartsy, Aug. 22.—|Speciai Correspond- 
ence.|——-There is a good story told that on the 
Case Hill, near Belfast, there was a short time 
ago an ancient castle. In order to protest its 
ruins from the ravages of time and of passing 
Vandals, some local antiquarians determined to 
furround it with a wall, and employed a con- 
tractor to execute the work. The wall was fin- 
ished in due course, but when the antiquarians 
came to admire the castie it was gone. The 
contractor had used the ruins for building ma- 
terial, and not a stone of the castle remained! 
« There is an illigint resimbiance between 
this incident and the present situation of the 
Conservative party in Engiand. ‘** My Luds”

now people are beginning to ask whether both 
sides ere not kicking the wind for nothing. 
The Lords have displayed wonderful tact and 
skill in proving that they are more radical.than 
the Radicais themselves; like the old Normans 
who settled in Ireland and became Hiberniores 
quam Hibernos ipsos; but it was all, and 
after all. only to beat the Lib- 
erals and get into office. However the 
game goes, they are to lose allin the end. As 
a more than usually intelligent Englishman 
bas just said to me: It both parties want to 
give us franchise, as they profess, in all its 
rity, and are only quarreling about the way 
n which vo do it, it seems to me that this row 
about it is all humbug. I assured him that this 
was the view of the unprejudiced foreigner, 
who also hoped that in future the English press 
wii be less acrimonious as regards the manner 
in which mere poliucians continue in the 
United States to do a roaring business of pub- 
lie excitement on the smallest possible capital 
of common sense or sound cause.

A century would 
be as common as fifty years are now 
were all houses absogitely clean from 
collar to garret and were ali noxious stenches 
kijled out from the neighborhood. Where ma- 
laria covers all the country, as in Rome and 
parts of our Middle States, it must be com- 
bated by tne use of itonics, baths, warm cloth- 
ing, frichor, and small wood fires at night 
when it is not too absolutely hot to light them. 
Careful diet and strict temperance—I do not by 
any means mean total abstinence—form im- 
portant items in this course of life.

PICTURES AND DECORATIONS. 

The remarkabie thinness of the great annual 
extibition of the Royal Academy this year was 
sb extraordinary, there was so little meaning or 
character in any picture exhibited, that I do 
not remember to have beard a single persou 
speak well of it. e reason for it is not far 
toseek. Of late years painters have banished 
all interest from their works save that which 
results from personal skill and technique. It 
has become the fashion among them to call an 
artista prig and a humbugger who seeks to 
bestow a factitious interest on bis works. 
Now the truth is that endless repetitions of a 
young man gazing ineffably at a young woman 
with intense anxiety, sorrow, or yearning 
become tirésome, however well painted on 
camvas or engraved in a novel. The Elle et 
Lui subject is played out. Even a couple 
seated at eitherend of a long bench, back 
to back in a quarrel, though absolutely 
charming” to young misses to whom love and 
its incidents (in society) form all of life, is not 
80 Very significant as to be worth thinking of, 
even though it be moderately well landscaped 
in the background. All of these subjects do 
not in reality rank above mere decoration, and 
they are often much inferior to it, when it is 
vigorously designed with ingenuity, original- 
ity, and taste. I have actually, sino I have 
been in Engiand this summer, seen a hundred 
times as much genius in wood-carving, 
repoussé, and embroidery, as I have in all the 
oil paintings and water-colors which have 
come under my notice. The public are finding 
this out, and the result is that more money 
is being spent—and wisely—on decoration than 
on pictures. No one wants one of the latter 
unless it is really good. by a distinguished 
artist, and for what one of the latter costs, set- 
ting forth some appalling commonplace—say, 
“two young ladies with a letter ora lank 
damsel or two of 1820—ane can #ave a small 
house adorned in a style which is at once com- 
fort and elegance in itself. It is very certain— 
and the truth cannot be too widely made 
known—that a great reaction is now setting in, 
and mere pictures—mere works of skill—are 
beginning to be no longer recognized as absolute 
necessaries. One can if be chooses omit them 
altogether from his house and still haVe that 
house elegantly furnished and decorated, as in- 
dicative of true taste and culture, as if it 
were hung with well-painted but weakly-im- 
agined oils and water-colors from top to bot- 
tom. A few years ago it was not uncommon 
to see an expensive house without a vestige of 
art or taste in itanywheresave in extravagantly- 
paid-for pictures. We have changed all 
that.“ as Moliére’s physician said of the situa- 
tion of the beart. Comuionplace artists know 
this—they feel it—that a revolution is coming 
which is to give them a rival. A 
few evenings since a very distinguished 
painter said to me ot decoration § that 
he had no sympathy for it—did not 
admire it; that he was not absolntely opposed 
to it, but that he could see in it no subject for 
enthusiasm. I understood him perfectly, but 
said nothing. Iam far from believing that the 
Works of really good picturemakers will ever 
cease to sell weil: on the contrary, the cOming 
art era or renaissance will create a demand 
forthem. But public taste is extending to 
other branches of art which are just as truly 
artistic as theirs. And so may it be, time with- 
out end. 

MR. BLAINE’S BOOK IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Blaine's Twenty Years of Congress” 
has attracted in the Morning Post a review 
which is very remarkable, firstly in the ex- 
treme yet manifestly sineere admiration which 
the writer professes forthe literary talent of 
the author, secondly for his evident repug- 
nance to all his author's opinions, and thirdly 
for the excellence of the article itself, which 
is indeed in many res amasterpicce. His 
opinion of Mr. Blaine's ability is fully set forth 
in the very overture, as follows: 


To the actual events of the conflict itself allusion 
is made by Mr. Blaine only incidentally, but of 
what may be called its spirit, its political aspects, 
its subtie and hidden springs of action no more 
masterly, philosophical, or statesmaniike history 
has ever been penned. It would be idle to expect 
that Northern sympathies do not color its pages, 
but if sophistries exist they are disguised by a 
master of logic. 

The notion that the American War bad directly 
for its cause and object the extinction er mainte- 
nance of slavery has, of course, long been expiod- 
ed. But all the same the African bondsman was 
the evil genius of the entire people. He guided 
the tortuous course of political events from 
the very infancy of the National life. He 
shaped the outlines of the expanding territory of 
the Republic.

He sowed 
the seeds of deadly strife between brethren. Be- 
fore be was finally exorcised by the gift of free- 
dom the Nation was rent in twain, the continent 
Geluged with blood. Then the clouds lifted, the 
shadows passed away, and the United States took 
her fitting place among the foremost nations of the 
world. This is what is told by Mr. Blaine in a 
style so luminous that a new complexion must be 
thrown on American history. even for those sup- 
posed to be thoroughly familiar with it. 

Europe clearly did not credit the old Union with 
a patriotism which led them to endure, for the sake 
of an undivided country, all the horrors and bur- 
dens of the most gigantic war of the century. They 
fought with no mercenary legions; they borrowed 
no foreign capital, but sustained at the cost of a 
grinding taxation cheerfully borne the deadly 

‘struggle for what they believed to be hearth and 
home, while that vast undertaking, the first railway 
connecting the Atiantic and Pacitic, meant to band 
East and West together in the struggle

Secretary .Folger’s Funeral to Take 
Place Tuesday Afternoon at 
Geneva, N. Y. 


Bishop Pierce’s Mortal Remains Laid 
Away with Impressive Cer- 
emonies, 


Death of J. Nelson Tappan of New York, 
and W. R. Browne, a British 
Soientist. 


JUDGE FOLGER’S DEATH: 
SORROW AT GENEVA—PREPARING FOR THE 
FUNERAL-—KILLED BY OVERWORK. 
GENEVA, N. I., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—Nearly 
every business place and residence in this 
village, which was the home of the late Secre- 
tary Folger for over forty-five years, is draped 
with heavy mourning. No death has occurred 
since Lincolu's assasination that has so moved 
Geneva people. Mr. Folger was loved 
a respected by every one, irrespective 
of party. The Board of Village 
Trustees met today. and passed resolutions 
asking the merchants to close their places the 
day of the funeral. Charles W. Folger, the 
Secretary’s only son, is expected to arrive here 
from Alexandria, Va., this evening. Misses 
Susan and Jennie, daughters ot the Secretary, 
will not arrive until tomotrow. The latter 4s 
in very delicate health, and fears are enter- 
tained that Ler father’s death will prove agreat 
bock tober. Mrs. L. Ernstof Buffalo, the 
only sister of the late Secretary, arrived last 
hight, and with Mrs. A. Hart of Au- 
burn, N. T., and the Secretary's col- 
ored servant have been alone at the 
Folger house. The remains of the Secretary 
will not be embaimed. Telegrams have been 
received here today from scores of public citi- 
zens. Among them are messages from Secre- 
tary Lincoln, Senators Warner Miller, Cam- 
eron, Harrison, and Hoar. The date of the 
funeral is not yet decided, It will depend 
largely upon the wish of the Secretary’s chil- 
dren and the nearest relatives when they ar- 
rive. The Hon. W. W. Wright, a life-long inti- 
mate friend of the Secretary, says the 
funeral will probably occur next Tues- 
day or Wednesday. President Arthur 
bas telegraphed from New York that 
he will endeavor to attend, and Secretaries 
Frelinghuysen and Brewster will also try to 
attend. Acting Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Charies E. Coon has telegraphed that 
a large number of the beads of bureaus in the 
Treasury Department at Washington will at- 
tend the funeral in a body, and Collector Rob- 
ertson bas sent word from New York that 
about twenty persons from the New York 
custom-house will be here. It is thought thou- 
sands of people from all parts of tbis section 
will be in Geneva during the day of the funeral, 
and demands have already bcen made upon the 
railroad companies for extra passenger-cars 
that day. The Secretary will be buried in the 
Folger family vaultin Geneva Cemetery, where 
the remaius of his wite and t&ree children now 


rogers. 

Hon. W. W. Wright said toa TRIBUNE 
representative this evening: *‘ I have known 
Judge Folger very intimately for over forty 
years. We were together nearly every day 
while he was at home in Geneva, and we were 
always on confidential terms. I am positive 
his terrible defeat for Governor of New York 
never weigbed upon his mind. Scores of news- 
paper editorials upon the Secretary have 
said today that his defeat indirectly caused 
his prostration and death. He spoke several 
times after Cleveland's election in 1882, and 
of his own defeat, but always half laughed at 
the unusually large majority against him. Dur- 
ing the last year he never alluded to the matter 
himself, but when others aid he joked upon it. 
Although a very ambitivus and high-minded 
man, be was too philosophie to allow deteat to 
worry bim. During the last ten months he 
looked forward to March 3, 1885, as his last day 
in public life. He then intended to come home 
here and spend the remainder of his days among 
his old friends. We all agree that overwork at 
Washington killed him.“ 

It was decided this evening to hold the fu- 
neral of Secretary Folger Tuesday afternoon at 
2 o'clock. 

OFFICIAL HONORS TO THE MEMORY OF 
DECEASED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—The Secretary 
of State has addressed the following letter to 
the other members of the Cabinet: 

“With deep regret I announce that the Hon. 
Charles J. Folger, Secretary of the Treasury, 
yesterday died at his bome at Geneva, N. . 
This bas closed the life of a distinguished and 
respected citizen, who by bis services as an 
executive acer of the United States and as a 
legislator and Judge in his own State won the 
esteem and regard of his countrymen. . The 
President directs that all departments of the 
executive branch of the Government and the 
offices subordinate to them shall manifest due 
nonor for the memory of this eminent. citizen 
in a manner consonant with the dignity of the 
office thus made vacant and with the upright 
character of him who held it. To this end the 
President directs that the Treasury Depart- 
mentand its dependencies in this Capital be 
draped in mourning for a period ofthirty days. 
The several executive departments shail be 
closed the day of the funeral of the deceased, 
and on all public buildings of the Government 
throughout the United States the National flag 
shall be draped in mourring and displayed at 
balf-mast.“ 

A telegram to acting Secretary Coon from 
Secretary Folger’s physician says he was con- 
ecious to within ten minutes of his death. He 
dictated letters before he died, and read his 
mail the morning of the day of his death. 
FOLGER’S PROBABLE SUCCESSOR—HIS RECOD IN 

THE TREASURY. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—[Special.]— 
There is much speculation as to the successar 
of Judge Folger. Thus far four names only 
have been prominently mentioned—Mr. Coon. 
present Acting Secretary and Assistant Secre- 
tary, Judge French, the other assistant, Richard 
Crowley. of New York, and John C. New, of In- 
Giana. The last-named, when Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, always claimed that he 
only accepted that position under at least an 
implied promise from the Administration that 
Folger would be ultimately retired to a judicial 
position when he (New) would be 
promoted to Secretary. Undoubtedly 
there was such an understanding on 
the part of Mr. New, but it is not clear 
that the President was of the same opinion. 
However, New became tired of waiting and 
lust fall resigned. There is some rivalry in the 
Indiana State Republican Committee now and 
the appointment of New to the Treasury would 
doubtiess mend matters. Arthur's friends, 
however, do not believe that New will be ap- 
pointed. They scarcely think it probable that 
Mr. Coon will be, although it would bein ac- 
cordance with the theory of the highest civil 
service that he or Judge French should be pro- 
rooted. It is considered more probable that 
one of the President's old personal and po- 
litical friends, like Crowley, will receive tife 
place, although the relations between them for 
M time were somewhat strained. 

Under Secretary Folger’s administration the 
publie debt haa been reduced over $300, 000,000 
and the annual interest charge cut down mate- 
rially. This isa greater reduction of the debt 
than under any other one Secretary before. 
Secretary Windom's reduction was about $100,- 

000,000, and Secretary Sherman's, in his four 
years, about $210,000,000.

J. NELSON TAPPAN. > 
A NEW YORK FINANCIER WHO DID BUSINESS 
WITH FERDINAND WARD. 

New York, Sept. 5.—|Special.}—J. Nelson 
Tappan, who served for more than eight years 
as City Chamberlain of New York, died at 
Adirondack, N. Y., this morning after a sud- 
den attack of hemorrhage. He had been ill for 
several weeks from a complication of dis- 
orders, but had been gradually improving, and 
his death was unexpected to his friends. 

Un 1857 Mr. Tappan became a special part- 
ner in the New York firm of Gilley & 
Germond, bankers and brokers, and in this 
house he made u large fortune. Mayor 
Wickham appointed Mr. Tappan City Chamberlain 
in 1875. He was successively reappointed by May- 
ors Ely, Cooper, Grace, and Edson, and held the 
office until he resigned it, after the failure of the 
Marine Bank last May. He wasa director in the 
bunk, in which. in his official capacity, he had 
placed large sums of the city’s funds on deposit, 
gmounting at the time of the failure to over $1,000,- 
000. At the time of the collapse of Grant & Ward, 
it was shown that Mr. Tappan had had ex- 
tensive dealings with Ferdinand Ward, 
reaping very large profits from them. In 
consequence of the comments of the 
press, Mr, Tappan first retired from his business 
connection with Mr. Gilley, and subsequently,when 
the extent of his operations with Ward was 


revealed, from the office of City Chamberlain. He. 


claimed that his action was due to tli-health, and 
soon after his resignation left New York for 
Schroon Lake, where he remained until his death. 
During his absence he began a suit against Ward 
for the recovery of $320,000 which he claimed to 
have lost in the mythical contracts, having 
put in the ventures $1,400,000,.and draw- 
ing out a little over a million on account 
of the principal invested. It was under this suit 
that Ward was arrested and lodged in Ludlow 
Street Jail. where he now remains.

JACOBSON’S FATE. 


The Governor Is in No Hurry to Inter- 
| fere. 

Isaac Jacobson, the murderer of George 
Bedell, who is sentenced to be hanged t. 19, 
expresses great unwillingness to die, and is 
anxious to have his sentence commuted to im- 
prisonment for life. The Rev. Charles Koerner, 
bis spiritual adviser, is doing his best to pre- 
pare hin for death in case the Governor does 
not interfere. When his execution is refer red 
to Jacobson shudders as if enduring the very 
horrors of death, and declares that he would 
willmgly work for the State till the end 
of bis life if spared from death on 
the scaffold. Jacobson regrets that he 
was unaware of Gov. Hamilton's visit to the 
jail. He did not know with whum he was 
talking, or he would have tried to give a better 
account of himself. He declares that Mr. 
Metcalf, bis lawyer, told bim that if he let the 
case go before a jury and entered a plea of not 
guilty, be would be hanged sure, whereas if he 
pleaded guilty be would be sentenced for life. 
He states that when the petition which his minis- 
ter had circulated in his behalf was given to 
his lawyer to get signatures he returned it 
with only five. Gov. Hamilton has written Mr. 
Metcalf that he will not bein any hurry to 
make up his mind, but will give the case thor- 
ough investigation. Sheriff Hanchett said toa 
TRIBUNE reparter yesterday: 

I have gone to no expense in preparing for 
Jacobson's execution other than to purchase a 
hope, and I will take no further steps until I 
learn what the Governor intends to do in the 
matter of disposing of the question of com- 
muting Jacobson’s sentence to life imprison- 
ment.“ 

Po you think the Governor will commute 
tue sentence?” 

“1 can’t say, but I bardly think he will. I 
have never spoken to the Governor about Ja- 
cobson’s case but once, and then incidentally. 
At the time I observed that it a man ever de- 
served banging tor a deliberate, cold-blooded 
murder Jacobson did. If I am cailed upon 
to bang Jacobson I think I can do 
so without any compunction of conscience 
or exhibition of nervousness, aithough it is a 
duty that is, I assure you, most disagreeable to 
me. It was stated late last night that State 
Attorney Mills had received a letter from the 
Governor stating that be would not interfere 
in any way with the carrying out of Jacob- 
son's sentence. 


A DUELING CONGRESS, 

A new congress is on the tapis. There have 
been so many duels in France of late that the 
proposal has seriously been made that those 
who have played a principal part in these little 
affairs sbould assemble for the purpose of 
drawing up a code of honor. It is suggested 
that duels should be divided into three cate- 
gories. Mortal insults, for instance, would be 
wiped out by the pistol alone, the 
sword being strictly excluded. For of- 
fenses of a medium type the sword of 
the pistol would be employed, the distances in 
the latter case being determined according to 
its gravity. Lastly, the sword would alone be 
permitted in dueis connected with the frequent 
quarrels arising out of newspaper attacks and 
the like—by far the most numerous class of 
encounter. As a general rule, little damage is 
done to either of the belligerents at these af- 
fairs of honor, which, from their very com- 
monness, have lost much of the halo with 
which they were formerly invested. Wounds 
in the forearm are the almost universal rule, 
the Bois de Boulogne being the favorit battie- 
ground.

“THE LOCAL CAMPAIGN. 


Ald. Lawler Takes the Second Dis- 
trict Nomination After Fin- 
erty’s Refusal. 


Further Encouraging Reports at Re- 


publican Headquarters—The Demo- 
cratic Conference. 


The Anti-Oleveland Meeting to Be Held 
Tonight—Senatorial Primaries— The 
General Situation. 


SECOND DISTRICT DEMOCRATS. 
FRANK LAWLER NOMINATED AFTER MUCH 
HAGGLING. 

The Second Congressional Democratic Con- 
vention was held yesterday morning at West- 
phal's Hall on South Halsted street. The con- 
vention was called to order shortly after 11 
o'clock and Ald, E. F. Cullerton was appointed 
“hairman, . 

BEGINNING WITH THE GAG. 

After the delegates had presented their cre- 
dentials Ald! Cullerton temporarily resigned 
the chair to present the following resolution: 

Resolved, That each of the candidates to be voted 
for by this convention be earnestly requested to 
appear. before it and pledge himself to support 
the nominees, together with the County, State, and 
National Democratic tickets, with all his influence 
and energy during the campaign. 

Ald. Cullerton then moved that after the 
nominations were made the convention take a 
recess until 4 o'clock to allow the candidates 
to appear before the convention. 

The motion and resolution were adopted. 

It was then moved and voted to adjourn be- 
fore any baLoting was done. 

THE NOMINATIONS. 

The business of setting up candidates was 
then entered upon. F. Diamond of the Fifth 
Ward got the floor first, aud in a very earnest 
manner eulogized a man who was known to ev- 
ery one as the only nominee eligible for the oc- 
casion; a man was known all over the 
land, and one whose presence in Congress bad 
been feit—the Hon. J. F. Finerty. The speaker 
sat down amid atumult of nisses and depre- 
cating shouts. 

Mr. James O’Hager of the Eighth Ward then 
nominated Aid. Frank Lawler.) 

The nomination was seconded amidst ap- 
plause. 

Thomas Kerrigan nominated Mr. J. J. Cur- 
ran, also amidst applause. 

The nomination of a member of the State 
Board of Equalization was nextin order, and 
the name of Mr, T. C. Hickey was the only one 
presented. Mr. Hickey accepted, thanking 
them for the honor and pledging himself to 
abide by the resolution adopted. 

The convention then adjourned until 4 
o'clock. 

THEY HEAR FROM MR. FINERTR 

A few minutes after 4 o’clock Ald. Cullerton 
resumed the chair. The first business was the 
report of a committee composed of Ald. Cul- 
lerton, Matt Fleming, M. Muloahy, C. 
Dooley, and H. Huseman, who had 
waited on the Hon. J. F. Finerty. They 
said they had seen him, and that his reply after 
reading the resolution was as follows: “I 
cannot support the head of your National 
ticket, nor would I say anything against him 
or in favor of Blaine if let alone; but I am 
friendly to the State ticket.“ In answer to a 
question by Matt Fleming as to whether, if 
the convention tendered him the nomination, 
he would accept, he said. That is a leading 
question,“ and declined to answer. He said 
further that he did not seek it, and that his 
name was not before the convention with his 
consent. Hereupon Mr. Diamond jumped up 
and said be withdrew his nomination of J. F. 
Finerty. This time Diamond was cheered vo- 
ciferously. 

Mr. J. J. Curran was then called to the plat- 
form. He said that he was proud to be named 
for so honorable a post. He approved of the 
resolution and pledged himself accordingly. 
He believed in the principles of the Democratic 
party; he was for the nominees of that party 
first, last, and forever, and would prefer to go 
down with it a thousand times than run with 
the Republicans, Nominate whom they pleased 
he would be with them. He wes loudly ap- 
plauded. ° 

The cbeers and shouts were louder, bowever, 
when Ald. Frank Lawler mounted the plat- 
form. He said that for the first time since 
1870 a Den.ocratic President was going to be 
elected. A change for the better was going to 
be seen in Illinois and Wisconsin. As for J. F. 
Finerty, the speaker would. with all the toilers 
of the Second District, fight him thoroughly. 
If they thought, however, that Curran was the 
best man for the nomination they should elect 
him. Lawler sat down amidet a storm of ap- 
plause. 

THE BALLOTING. 

Mr. Diamond then moved to have an infor- 
mal ballot, and the motion was carried, the 
ballot resulting as follows: Fifth Ward—Cur- 
ran 7. Lawler 4, Healy 9; Seventh Ward— 
Curran 16: Eighth Wari—Lawler 11;. Sixth 
Ward—Curran 2, Lawler 12. 

The Fifth Ward then asked for ten minutes’ 
recess, which was refused. The formal ballot 
was then taken, and was as follows, 32 votes 
being necessary to achoice: Fifth Ward—Cur- 
ran 10, Lawler 3, Healy 8: Sixth Ward—Curran 
1, Lawler 14; Seventh Ward—Curran 16; 
Eighth Ward—Lawler II: total—Curran 27, 
Lawler 27, Healy 8. 

The Fifth Ward then moved or rather clam- 
ored for ten minutes’ recess, but the Chairman 
sat down on them, and the other wards voted 
against them. Another formal vote resulted 
as follows: Fifth Ward—Curran 10, Lawler 2, 
Healy 9; Sixth Ward—Lawler 14; Seventh 
Ward—Curran 16: Eighth Ward—Lawler 11. 
Again the Fifth Ward asked for a short recess, 
but it was refused, and another ballot taken, 
resulting in the Fifth Ward as follows: Curran 
6, Lawler 2, Healy 13. Ald. Sheridan of the 
Fifth then asked that the ward be given 
only five minutes’ recess, and this wus 
granted. The delegates of that ward 
then spent ten minutes in a side room. 
They returned looking satisfied, and the ballot- 
ing was begun again. It resulted as follows: Fifth 
Ward—Curran 6, Lawler 15: Sixth Ward—Law- 
ler 14: Seventh Ward—Curran 16; Eighth Ward

Ald, Lawler thauked the convention for the 
honor, made the usual promises, and the meet- 
ing adjourned.

SUPPOSED OUTBREAK OF TEXAS FEVER. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 5.—(Special.]—In- 
formation is received here this evening of an 
| Outbreak of supposed Texas fever among cat- 
tle near Chatham, this Gounty. Some time ago 
a few Cherokee cattie bought at St. Louis were 
brought into the neighborhood, but none of 
them have been sick. Matthew Cloyd has lost 
three, and four are sick, all native stock.» Will- 
lam Cloyd has lost four, B. R. Thayer one, 
Jacob} Leonard one, and several Others are 
sick, including some on the farm of Repre- 
sentative Caldwell.

N DAIRYMEN “ALARMED. 

ELatx, III., Sept. 5.—[Special.]}—The dairy- 
men of this region are considerably worked up 
over the prevalence of pieuro-pneumonia with- 
in the State. Inthe dairy bere are in the 
neighborhood of 50,000 cattles It is the prac- 
tice of the dairymen to kill their calves, and 
consequently they are constantly re- 
plenishing their berds from outside. The 
business of im porting dairy cattle 
from outside has grown to large 
proportions. Herein lies the danver to this 
section. The dairymen had a largely-attended 
meeting at Dundee yesterday, and induced a 
trader who bad brought in a car-load of cattle 
from Sterling, where the disease prevails, to 
take the animals back. The meeting also 
passed with unanimity the following: 

WHEREAS, The Governor of the State of Illinois 
bas issued @ prociamation in regard to the disease 
known as pleuro-pnemonia; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we, the owners or agents of cat- 
tle in and about Dundee, do hereby agree in and 
among ourselves that we will not buy any more 
cattle chat are shipped or brought in for sale for 
the next three months, or until the disease has 
been fully eradicated from our State, intending 


thereby to fully comply with the intent and mean- 
ing of said proclamation. 


AN OFFICIAL CIRCULAR. 
PRECAUTIONS AGAINST TEXAS FEVER. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 5.—Acting Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Carman bas issued the 
following circular relative to the prevention of 
the spread of Texas fever umong cattle: 

In view of the recent outbreak of Texas or 
Southern cattie-fever in the stock-yards at 
Kansas City and Chicago, and at other points 
in Lilinois and Kansas,I respectfully recom- 
mend at the urgent request of a large number 
of practical and experiencea operators, who 
believe this disease to be transmitted by 
cars on lines of transportation and 
by contaminaiecd yards aud peus, that 
ailcars used in the transportation of cattle 
from points along the border of Southern Col- 
orado, Kansas, Southern Missouri, and Soutbh- 
ern Kentucky northward be thoroughly 
washed and disinfected; also that all cars used 
on lines east of Kansas City, St. Louis, or Chi- 
cago in transportation of stock from points 
eouth of those mentioned above eastward be 
washed and disinfected immediately after un- 
loading; and further, that all yards used in 
penning and feeding such cattie from soutb of 
the points designated shall be thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected twice a week or oftener. 
These precautions are regarded as highly es- 
sential, as feeders purchase all cattle for their 
winter's stabie-feeding during the season from

THE CITY FINANCES. 
CONTROLLER GURNEY EXPLAINS WHY CASH 18 
SHORT. 

Controller Gurney was indignant yesterday 
at an editorial in a morning paper based on an 
article in another paper which had no founda- 
tion beyond a reporter's imagination. 

We have $1,700,000 in the general fund,“ 
said he, but it is never in the treasury. It is 
business capital, and is loaned to the different 
funds, which will have no money until the 
taxes of 1884 come in. The general fund is 
made up of the surplus of appropriations, old 
taxes, and the savings. We commenced Jan. 1 
and supposed we had $1,700,000 in the Troas- 
urer's bands. When the appropriations were 
made we ioaned the money to the different 
funds to pay the expenses of the City 
Government. We don't get a dollar until the 
taxes for the following year come in. When 
we do the money goes into the general fund, 
and is reloaned to the new appropriations. At 
no time, except in a few instances, is there 
over $100,000 in the general fund. The tax 


that bas come in since Jan. 1 is loaned to the 
appropriations (we won't get the taxes until 
next year) so that we can do business on a cash 
basis. It is said that there is a surplus of $500,000 
license money, when the fact is that I have 
got to provide about $400,000 over and above 
any surplus to get through on a cash basis. 
This license money should go into the general 
fund, and not be disturbed. The Council ap- 
propriated $100,000 of it for the City-Hall and 
$95,000 for the Rush street bridge, and some of 
them want 975.000 for finishing the City-Hall, 
putting in the furniture, etc. How am I going 
to spead $2,660,000 when I have only $1,700,000? 
It is untrue that the Mayor, Commissioner of 
Public Work? and myself had a conference 
about building double bridges at Wells and 
Lake streets. I went to se the Mayor about

OIL STORAGE. 
THE STANDARD OIL COMPANY WANTS IT WITH- 
IN THE CITY LIMITS. 

Information has reached THe Trrtsune from 
a reliable source that the Standard Oil Com- 
pany has made arrangements to have an ordi- 
vance introduced and rushed through in the 
City Council for the purpose of changing and 
modifying the restrictions placed on the storage 
of petroleum oil within the city limitg. By the 
existing ordinances, Chap. XIII., Secs. 883, 884, 
itis unlawful to store or keep for saie more 
than 250 gailons of infammablie oil witbin the 
city limits, except in a freproof warehouse 
detached from other baldmgs and at least 
fifty feet distant, and exclusively used for the 
storage of such "’ (oils), and then only on per- 
mit approved by the Fire Marshal and issued 
by the Council with consent of the Mayor. 
The Standard Oil Company has its oii for city 


wood. It has also a large storage-yard, used 
for storing empty barrels, etc., at the cornér 
ot Sixteenth street and Wentworth avenue, 
believed to be the property of the 
Lake Shore Railroad. The object of the 
new ordinance will be to enable the company 
to erect storage tanks on the property named, 
totake the piace of those at Englewood. The 
ordinance is suid to be at present in the pocket 
of acertain Alderman, who is waiting fora 
favorable moment to bring it up in the 
Council and have it rushed through with- 
out being referred to a committee. Its 
provisions will simply allow the storage 
of oils in iron tanks within the city 


One of the ad- 
vantages to the company would be that 
the retailers of the city would be supplied in 
bulk from delivery wagons instead of shipping 
the oil ffi barrels from Englewood as at pres- 
ent.

~Dealers’ Protective Association,” with an office 
at Room 8, No. 79 Clark street. They say that 
nearly six months ago a man named E. R. 
Clarke called on the commission men, repre- 
senting himself as doing a mercantile agency 
business, and painting im glowing colors the 
advantages which his agency offered in 
the recovery of bad debts and in keeping 
the merchants continually posted on the credit 
of their customers. The man's talk was 60 
oily and the idea so feasible that over 100 com- 
mission men jumped at the scheme and signed 
contracts by whien for the consideration of 
$24 a year he undertook to furnish them with 
ot 
tomers. Twelve dollars was paid te soln 
and the balance wasto be paid in six months. 
after the second report was issued. In March 
a red-colored book, with the names and credit 
of grocers, butchers, and farmers ali over the 
country was sent to each commissiog man, and 
in April one supplementary sheet followed. 
Not a singie sheet has been received since then, 
and blanks sent by the merchants reporting 
customers have received no attenuon. Most 
of the commission men soon came to the con- 
clusion that the association had taken them in, 
and were glad to think that the matter would 
drop with the loss of $12, but within the last 
few days a number ot them bave been notified 
by the First National Bank that it holds their 
notes for collecuon.

Gone to Texas is made up of extracts 
from the home letters of three manly English 
lads, whose ranch experience in Texas is read 
by the adult with much tbe same interest with 
which in childhood he conned the pages of 
„Robinson Crusoe.“ The youths are neph- 
ews ot Mr. Thomas Hughes, by whom the book 
is edited. The eldest boy, but 16 years of age, 
came to this country a steerage passenger, 
and after six months’ sojourn in bis new home 
was able to start in business for himself as a 
shepherd. Shortly after, bis youngest brother 
threw up a Westminster schoMrsnhip to join the 
fortune-hunter; and finally the second brother 
jilted Art in London to woo Pan in America. 
The rigors of their new life were bravely borne 
by tne adventurers and humerousiy treated in 
their letters. There is something very touch- 
ing in their efforts to commemorate Christ- 
mas in their<exiie: We bad a plum- 
pudding Christmas-Day. TBe doctor made 
it. It was a great success, and we bought 
some whisky and set the pudding alight in good 
old style. We didn’t do any @ecorating, as we 
badn’t any holly, and misti¢toe would have 
been out of place among gun a lot ot old 
bachelors as we are.“ The‘t family cares are 
reflected in the following passage: The En- 
giish ewes begin to lamb thé day after tomor- 
row, and we have two bens b@rd at work set- 
t'ng, and the whole boiling d them are cack- 
ling and laying; so we are increasing to a great 
extent. And lastly, I forgot old Molly, the mare 
—she has gone off to ber old range preparatory 
to foaling; and another mare vf ours, who 
runs between here and B-——, is also going to 
have a foal. O! and then the cat—she's going 
to have kittens. I think I've told you 
about everything now.” In spite of 
the rough life and hardships endured 
by the young men, and although 
their letters show a kindly appreciation of the 
slang of this country, as well as fond recoliec- 
tion of British argot, one feels confident that 
civilization always has a strong hold upon them. 
In view of the rarity of openings in life fou 
younger sons in families of genteel tradition 
Mr. Hugbes would like to see the English Gov- 
ernment treat culonization scientifically, with 
a view to making the most of spiendid mate- 
rial in the shape of exportable young gentle- 
men. Is this not a valuable hint for our own 
golden youth languishing in the liberal profes- 
sions, which seem but niggardly to many of 
their devotees? (Macmillan & Co.) 

Sir Lepel Henry Griffin, K. C. 8. I., is en- 
dently a writer to whom passioniess comment 
upon any subject is impossible. His book, 
„The Great Republic,” is vigorously if unchar- 
itably written, and is thoroughly entertaining 
for wholesale, insensate invective can only pro- 
voke aemile. He scores some fair hits which 
make the reader wince; but his general mis 
conception of American affairs is complete— 
hence his strictures k.se their force. His sar- 
casm bas, for the most part, been bestowed 
upon Nationa! failings that have already been 
criticised by precedmg tourists, and unsparing- 
ly lashed by our own writers. English satirists 
have given us to understand that most of these 
failings are snared by our British kinsfolk. 
The family likeness seen in country relatives is 
always provokmg. Our English guests often 
write as if tryu to fag us— not because they are 
conscious of being better than ourselves but 
merely because they are older. Our Republic 
antedates that of Mexico, and American tour- 
ists (with notable exceptions), comment upon 
that country with insufferabdig arrogance. The 
book of the errantand erring English Knight 
bas been so much criticised in its rudimentary 
stages, and its plums-or persimmons—bave 
been so often picked out to regale the reading 
public, that further consideration of it is ua- 
necessary. Sir Lepelcameto abuse and his 
book remains to amuse. (Scribner & Weiford.) 

Much has been written about Mexico, ancient 
and modern; but every day her antique portals 
are pusbed more widely open by the long lines 
of steel which beve penetrated her solitudes— 
whether to biess or to blight the future alone 
can tell. In bis pretty little book, **To Mexico 
by Palace-Car,"’ Mr. James W. Steele takes the 
ground that Io us Mexreo is the coming coun- 
try, if there be any. She is accessible, as she 
has never been before; hopeful, expectant, 
cordial, with a sinverity the wisest bad scarcely 
hoped for in this century; and, seemingly fear- 
leas of the magnified and unreal dangers of 
political alliance, and abandoning all the an- 
cient antagonisms of race and custom, asking 
for no passports and making no inquiries, she 
invites every comer from the land of her ideais 
and bopes tv the palms and pyramids, the gray 
towers and tropical gardens, of a Capital that 
may be as old as Thebes, is as quaint as 
Tangiers. as foreign as old Spain, and as new 
as the newest American territory to all modern 
things.“ One bit of advice the tourist would 
do well to tollow: “If you go to Mexico, you 
will have all the better time if you do not try 
to reform the country. Avoid the impatient 
gesture, the disgusted look, and the pushing 
demeanor which accomplisbes nothing. It is 
the land of ‘ majiana’ and ‘luego.’ You must 
wait more or less; since you must, it is as well 
to do it patiently."’ Mr. Steele modestly ex- 
plains that his book is intended as a guide to 
the traveler. A pleasant and intelligent one it 
certainiy is, and so neatly written as to be truly 
an addition to polite literature. (Jansen, Mc- 
Clurg & Co.) 

In gatbering up fragmentary utterances that 
fail from the lips of the sage mucb chaff is un- 
avoidably preserved witn the wheat. A little 
sifting would have improved “A Western 
Journey with Mr. Emerson.“ by Mr. James 
Bradley Thayer. The book depends for its in- 
terest wholly upon Emersoniana, as, in the nar- 
rative of bis admirer the greatness of the sight- 
seer obscures the sights, fills the Yosemite Val- 
ley, and overtops the big trees. Many of these 
** savings from oblivion” are well worth rescu- 
ing; and, had the autbor preserved them with- 
out the padding, the reading public had been 
better served in this day of universal book- 
making. For, aiter all, it matters little where 
the pearis fell from the Philosopher's mouth— 
whether in a “botel passageway,” on the 
“back platform of a car, Or at the waeb- 
bowl.“ Nothing could be prettier than the 
general styie of the little volume, externaliy 
and internally; but life is short and art is long. 
especialiy literary art, which the centuries 
have so studded with rubies and sapphires that 
lituie time can be given to awates and pebbies. 
(Little, Brown & Uo.) 

* Six Seasons in Our Prairies and Six Weeks 
in Our Rockies,” is a modest little book, pro- 
fessing to be nothing more than a diary kept 
by Mr. Thomas J. Jenkins while visiting and 
study ing the places described. The author is 
in intimate sympathy with Nature, and has a 
patriotic conviction of the superiority to all 
other of American scenery. He also possesses 
the instinct of the sportsman—a gooi quality 
ina traveler. Our author says: Tue cities 
must give up their wanting poor and starving

harvest into book form without omitting either 
index or map. She has the art to make ber 
readers wandor, now joyously, now reticctive) v. 
through quaint villages and old gravevards— 
fingering Acadian relics, and listening to local 
traditions. The legend of the buried bells is 
especially well narrated. The music of Long- 
teliow's poem, ** Evangeline,” forms a natural 
and melodious accompaniment to the roving ro- 
cital, (James R. Osgood & Co.) 

As flowers press up between flagstones, so 
genius, no matter where rooted, will epring to 
the light and bloom. In spite of poverty, lame- 
ness,and an unsbeltered cajidhood, a Hunga- 
rian boy has won his way to fortune, and in 
many languages recorded bis achievements. 
His English book, ‘‘Armintus Vambéry: His Life 
and Adventures,“ gives a complete picture of 
his career—dwelling more particularly upon his 

po 

experience in Central Asia, through which he 
traveled disguised as a dervish of the Sunnite 
creed. Other travelers have given more 
picturesque views of Turkey and Persia, and 
bave better pleased the fancy with enumera- 
tions of Oriental splendors; but none have 
shown the wonderful adaptability and linguis- 
tic ability of this eminent masquerader. To 
the shrewd, polyglot traveler a point of 
view of Asiatic life was open  unat- 
tainable by less gifted voyagers. He lived 
the actual life of the countries through 
which he passed from Constantinople to dis- 
tant Samarkand—encountering periis which be 
alone bad ever braved, with mingied simplicity 
and skill. His notes and joutings were made 
upon fragments of paper with a pencil-stump, 
ail sedulously concealea beneath his ragged 
dervish-dress, and were preserved at the risk 
of his life throughout his journeyings. Such 
were the germs from whicb sprang the books 
in many tongues since given to the world. His 
every line shows the vast difference between: 
his travels and those executed under princely 
protection or facilitated by vast wealth. Ket- 
man—the art of dissimulation allowed 
lslam—is a gift well known and diligently cul- 
tivated by Orientals; our author acquired in it 
a peculiar degree of excellence, and was able, 
constantly ang undetected, to bestow 
the fatiha, or blessing, upon true be- 
levers of various ranks and nationalities. 
This life of deception weighed upon bim, how- 
ever, and he giadly threw off the moral slavery 
of his dieguise and incognito. Escaped from 
death in deserts, from being reduced to bond- 
age by crue! Kivans, and from murder at the 
hands of fanatical Shi-ites, he returned to 
Europe to tell in various languages the perils 
he had passed. Retaining e frieniliest in- 
terest in Central Asia, be longs to see it - 
lumjnated by the torch of European civiliza- 
tion, The style of bis book is agreeably un- 
studied. Maps of the author's wanderings 
would bave been acceptable to his readers. 
(Casseil & Co.) 

Mr. James F. Hunnewell’s | Historical Mon- 
uments of France,“ with its thick paper, clear 
type, and suggestive illustrations. is an agree- 
able specimen of the bookmaker’s art. Of 
course, only actual sight can give any ade- 
quate idea of the spiendors Mr. Hunnewell 
describes; but perusal of his book will be 
found good preparation for the intending 
traveler, and on bis return will pleasantly as- 
sist retrospective study. The author is a care- 
ful student of history, and seems to have made 
ao honest endeavor to sympathize with the 
pious souls that reared the tempies and fancs 
of France, and to understand the spirit of the 
lordly and beroic personages that dwelt in her 
palaces and castles. Mr. Hunnewell's style is 
calm and uvimagivative and bis temper pacific. 
He quietiy looks on while restorers of 
works of art ply their fiendish trade, 
and apparently fees none of tze 
wrath of the esthetic tourist. Only the 
ravages ot the Vandais of the Revolution and 
the Commune have power to excite his just 
indignation. Too much cannot be said in com- 
mendation of our author's strictures upon the 
American disposition to erect ** costly libels of 
Gothic art, in which some even educated poo- 
ple now are willmg to assembie, there to sit 
within preposterous aisles or under huge stal- 
actites of fictitious masonry. He who built the 
solid world with all its beauty is now mocked 
by many offerings that disregard or that defy 
His teaching. Never should Devotion be di- 
vorced from Common Sense.“ Mr. Hunnewell 
does not content himself with criticism alone, 
but points out several examples of foreir’; 
architecture that m ght be successfully 1 
tated in America. (James R. Osgood & Co.) 

The autbor of At Homein Italy.“ Mrs. E. 
D. R. Bianciardi, addresses those who are 
thinking of a residence abroad, and particular- 
ly in Italy. en famille.“ She gives much ad- 
vice regarding sauitary matters and domestic 
economy in smooth but quite uninteresting 
fashion. The slight bistoridal sketches with 
which the narrative is interspersed do not ma- 
terially relieve its general sialeness. Perhaps 
the most striking passage in the volume’‘is this 
attack upon Mr. James: To him the Fourth 
of July is merely the day on which, of ali days 
in the year, the Great Republic bas her acutest 
fit of self-consciousness.’ He has not a ‘ mias- 
matic conscience,” perhaps; but be has an 
asphyxiated heart. No wonder that the New 
England air is too cold and ‘hin’ for his 
breathing. . It is not too much to say 
that he has greatly retarded any true kaowledge 
and appreciation of America on the part of the 
English people, and thereby impeded the estab- 
lishment of those cordial relations which right- 
minded English people. as well as their Amer- 
ican cousins, sincercly wish to see established. 
Mr. James is not troubled with any impedi- 
ments in the shape of affections.’’ It is possi- 
ble for a writer.to be quite as unsympathetic 
as Mr. James, and far less brilliant. (Hough- 
ton, Mimin & Co.) 

Its aptly ulliterative title and the touching 
family group figuring as its frontispiece tempt 
not the gorged reader of travelers’ recollec- 
tions to taste the ample repast spread in 
* Rapid Ramblings in Europe.“ by Mr. W. C. 
Falkner. The portrait of the author — too evi- 
dently sitting for his likeness—and a few un- 
lovely faces—seemingly culled at random from 
the collection of a rustic photographer—com- 
plete the repulsiveness of the volume. The 
text is altogether worthy of these adornments, 
which can but be regarded as danger-signals 
by the most unwary browser among books. 
(J. B. Lippincott & Co.) 

Tourists bave ever shown a fatal facility for 
writing books: but a new and easier method 
has been disoovered by Mr. W. Parker Bodfish, 
whose book, * Through Spain on Donkey- 
back.“ is a series of indistinct drawings, ac- 
companied by dull, disjointed paragrapbe of 
letter-press. The sketches would be wholly un- 
intelligible without the accompanving explana- 
tions, and the substance of the latter is so trite 
as to cause regret that the donkey did not 
make the trip companioniess.

The Century Company of New York has pub- 
lished a new hymn and tune book, entitled 
Landes Domini: A Selection of Spiritual 
Songs, Ancient and Modern.“ The author of 
this compilation is undoubtediy the Rev. 
Charles ER. Robinson, D. D., of New York, the 
author of “Songs of the Church.“ “Songs of 
the Sanctuary.“ Spiritual Songs, and several 
other volumes for church, conterence-meet- 
ing, and Sabbath-school use. 

The present work is the handsomest, and in 
a few respects the best, of Dr. Robinson's 
compilations. It is printed on thin but sub- 
stantial paper, is clearly printed, and consists 
of 1.181 hymns and chants, with twenty-four 
doxologies, and indexes of tunes, Scripture- 
texts, subjects, authors, and first lines. It is 
bound in red moroccyu, and is the most 
ful, and perhaps the most convenieut, bymo- 
book in the market. The hymne are, with 
exceptions, lyrical and Scriptural; and the 
tunes are general. pular and worthy of a 
place in such a work. 

Atthe sametime a few criticisms may be 
offered. The price is too high—$2.50. The 
bymns are too largely new. to the displacement 
of better old ones. Many of them are transia- 
tions from German and Latin compositions, 
and are too stiff for satisfactory use. There is 
an excess of bymns on some subjects and too 
few on other subjects. For example, there 
is a large number of new compositions on the 
advent and work of Christ, which add but little 
to the iamiliar bhymus already in use, and sey- 
eral of which are unsuitable for church serv- 
100. On the other band, there are but a few 
hymus on times and seasons, unless we include 
those on the Sabbaih, which are piaced under 
the head of public worship or service. 

Then, there is room for the objection that sev- 
eral of the bymns—fer example, 400, 492, —— 
501. 508—savor strongly of the Premllen 
doctrine, whieh is not recognized in any of the 
important creeds of Christendom, and is re- 
gurded as unscriptural by the great body of the 
Christian church. 

The tunes, also, are too largely unfamiliar, 
though generally classical and pleasing to the 
cultivated ear. Some of the new are 
excellent, others indifferent; but, alto- 
gethér, they make up too large a proportion of 
the compositions, if the book is designed for 
the use of ordinary congregations. 

But the most serious criticism on the work 
is, that itis not a sufficient impro , nent on 
former works by the same compiler va juatity 
its introduction into the churcbes, wh must 
tend to produce a still greater diversity in the 
psalmody and music that are found in our 
Christian congregations. A half-dozen differ- 
ent works for church use by the same com- 
piler do not promise well for general unity in 
the service of song.“ There ought to be a 
wide demand for another new book to justify 
its issue from the same source. Is there not 
too much book-making with a view to pecunia- 
ry profit? 


Manual of Biblical Geography. 

Rand, McNally & Co. of Chicago have just 
published a Manual of Biblical Geography,“ 
prepared by the Rev. J. L. Hur!but, D. D.; with 
an introduction by the Rev. J. H. Vincent, D. 
D. Dr. Hurlbut, who is associate editor of the 
“International Sunday-School Lesson Com- 
mentary,’ is woll qualified to perform such a 
work. He has given the whole subject of 
Biblical geography thorough and long con- 
tinued study. The work under notice consists of 
158 pages, map and chart size. It contains a 
Chart ot Bible History; The Old and New 
Testament World; a series of Mapsof the 
Countries Mentioned in the Scriptures, as they 
were known at different periods, according to 
the best recent authorities; The Life uf Christ:

The St. Louis Scheme for Thwarting 
the Wishes of American 
Stockmen. 


Oleaginous Grover Cleveland and the 
New York Oleomargarine Dead 
Letter. 


Profitable Poultry Keening—Meat Biscuits 
General Items About Agri- 
culture. 


LIVE STOCK. 


The St. Louis Cattlemen. 

Lot long ago THE TRIRUNE contained a para- 
graph stating that there was a we!l-founded be- 
lief that the proposed St. Louis Cattlemen's 
Convention is a move by stock-yard rings and 
railroad ts to checkmate the stock- 
owners and stock-breeders of the North who 
held the National Convention in Chicago last 
November, and who adjourned to mect again 
this year to complete the work tnen and there 
well begun. That this little paragraph, sug- 
gesting only three or four of the charges that 
may be justly brought against the St. Louis 
scheme, should have aroused the wud indigna- 
tion of the schemers is in no wise surprising. 
It brought an immediate reply, about a column 
in length, from Mr. A. T. Atwater, Secretary of 
the committee appointed to provide a lunch for 
those who may be tempted by the prospect of 
a free fill, and by pleading invitations, to go to 
their so-called First National Convention of 
Oattlemen. 

As Mr. Atwater’s letter was published in 
several St. Louis papers before it reached Tun 


Tarsune, and as it really contains only one or 
iwo points worthy of attention, it is not repro- 
duced here. He asks: 

If the meeting held last year in Chicago was of 
such vast importance, why is it that nearly twenty 
of the live-stock associations west of the Missis- 
sippi, representing hundreds of thousands of cat- 
tle and millions of dollars of capital, haveap- 
pointed nearly 300 delegates to attend the First 
National Convention of Cattlemen to be held in 
St. Louis Nov. 17, 1884? * 

The answer is, because those associations 
supposed that the St. Louis convention was to 
be a continuance of that beld in Chicago last 
November. Their eyes have been opened and 
they will not attend. That they are not 
wanted nor expected to attend is shown by the 
following from Coleman's Rural World, a St. 
Louis paper that may be considered the organ 
of the promoters of the convention scheme. It 
says, Aug. 28: 

The National Cattlemen's Convention, called to 
meet in St. Louis Nov. 17, will be essentially a 
meeting of range men, not of those who are likely 
either to exbibit at fat-stock shows or attend meet- 
ings of thoroughbred stockmen, hence we appre- 
hend no conflict between the meeting at Chicago 
and the convention to be held in this city. 

No one who knows ex-Gov. Coleman will for 
a moment think that every word of that para- 
graph does not meau what it says. Mr. Atwa- 
ter asks: 

Why is it, if the Chicago meeting is of such vital 
interest to the cattle-raisers, that St. Louis has 
provided to entertain at least 5.000 catilemen who 
will attend the approaching convention? 

Because St. Louis, knows that to induce 
stockinen to go there she must offer the great- 
est inducement possible. That the Citi- 
zens’ Executive Committee, having this matter 
in charge, have been unable to offer anything 
more tempting than a free lunch and a pos 
sible theatre pass is not the fault of that com- 
mittee. They doubtiess put forward the best 
they have to offer stockmen. The Secretary of 
that committee further inquires: \ 

Does this look as though St. Louis business-men 
were trying to strangle the live-stock industry of 
this country’? Does THE TRIBUNB forget that 

retary of the adjourned Chicago meeting is 
also tary of one of the largest, wealthiest, 
and most important stock-growers’ associations in 
the World, and that he, with twenty-seven others, 
is made a delegate to atgend the St. Louis conven- 
tion, and that he has already secured rooms at one 
of the leading bofels, at which he and his Executive 
Committee will stop, beginning with the léth and 
continuing through our meeting? If Tur Tris- 
UNE has forgotten, or bas not known of these 
things, then the information will serve as a re- 
minder that the statements it published to the 
world refiect on the entire range-cattle industry 
west of the Mississippi River. 

THe TRIBUNE does not forget that the Secre- 
tary of the adjourned Chicago convention is 
also the efficient Secretary of one of the! t. 
wealthiest, and most important stock-groWers’ 
assoc ns in the world; nor does it forget 
that the promise to send a delegation to St. 
Louis was given under the impression that the 
St. Louis convention was to be a continuance 
of the one at Chicago, to continue a work the 
idea of which originated in Chicago, and which, 
without even the slightest assistance from St. 
Louis, will be carried to a successful! issue by 
Chicago. The owners of plains cattle and the 
fine-stock breeders, the farmers and the feed- 
ers of the States—that ereat class that repre- 
sents the vast bulk of the cattie business of 
America—St. Louis trankly declares she does 
not expect nor want to attend her convention. 

The plain facts are these: The first call for 
the proposed convention was issued by a firm 
that is and has n for nearly two decades 
under obligations railroad and stock-yard 
corporations. nis firm, with the corporations 
to which it is indented, belongs to the class that 
bas opposed, with the free use of money in 
Congress and otherwise, and is at this moment 
opposing, the plainly and publicly declared 
wishes of the stock-owners of the whole coun- 
try. The St. Louis scheme is simply a move 
made to checkmate any the stockmen may 
make this fall towards securing protection for 
the live-stock interests of America. It originated 
with and is backed by railroad, stock-yard, 
and broker monopolists who have plundered 
that interest for more than a qparter of a cent- 
ury. The time chosen for holding that con- 
vention includes the most important three days 
of the Chieago Fat-Stock Show and the attend- 
ant annua! meetings of breeders’ societies: it 
was selected with a full consideration and un- 
derstanding of these facts, and for the very pur- 
pose, now plainly announced, of avoiding the 
attendance of the breeders and other stock- 
owners of the States. St. Louis dare not hate 
@t that convention a large attendance of the 

mentioned, for the men who own the great 
ulk of the live-stock of this country would 
take full control if they were there in any con- 
siderable number, and prevent the ringsters 
from carrying out their schemes. Finally, the 
promoters of that project have so biundered 
that their proposed Nationa! Convention will 
prove to be a despicabie fizzle, unworthy the 
serious attention of the real stockmen. 


Forcing Development 
Capacity. 

Occasionally a valuable cow dies of milk- 
fever or some kindred ailment, and certain 
writers straightway deliver themselves of ser- 
mons on the cruelty, danger, and folly of push- 
ing cows to the utmost of their milk-giving or 
their butter-prodyucing capacity. They argue 
that the deaths bave been caused by the {act 
that at some time, perhaps months before their 
fatal sickness, these cows have given extremely 
large quantities of milk, or have produced re- 
markably great quantities of butter. The 
fact that many cows of ordinary capacity 
die of such disorders appears to have escaped 
the observation of these writers; but it may be 
that they prefer not to notice such deaths, be- 
cause they furnish no pretext for a blow at the 
interests of b ers of pure-blooded cattie. 
Commenting upon their assumption, after quot- 
ing from an article on the value ot fancy” 
cattie which appeared in Tur Tamer, the 
American Dairyman says: “Even should the 
prices now paid be in excess of the real intrinsic 
value of the animals, can they not lorgive 
something tothe Spirit of liberty’? What is 
needed, not only in this country but all over 
the world, is the quick awakening to the possi- 
bilities of dairy cows. Let us know what they 
can do under pressure, even if it be at the 
imminent peril of their lives, and when the 
losses come, it come they must, there will be 
time enough to call a halt. but

Meat Biscuit. 

ToroNTO, Ont., Sept. 3.--[Editor of The Trib- 
une. —As the meat biscuit herein described 
contains much nutriment in a very small com- 
pass, and will prove valuable on surveying and 
exploring expeditions, as well as useful to hunt- 
ing, fishing, and camping parties, I have de- 
cided to give it to the world, with your per- 
mission, thro the medium ‘of your columns. 

Kill a good, fat ox, bleed him and skin him; 
cut all the meat, fat and lean, clean off the bones 
and chop this meat into small pieces, mixing 
the fat and lean well together; add to this mass 
clean raw onions, chopped, in the proportion 
of halt a pound of onions to a pound of meat; 
mix the meat and onions well together, and 
pass the mixture through a mincing machine 
similar to a sausage machine; add to this 
minced material as much dry wheaten flour as 
it will take up with adhesion; mix well and roll 
and out or press into biscuits of suitable size 
about half an inch in thickness; bake the bis- 
cuits, without burning, in „ suitable wire or 
other frame work in an ordinary baking oven; 
when baked, pack and seal them in tin canis- 
ters holding from ten to thirty pounds each. 
These operations succeed each other as closely 
and rapidly as the manufacture wil) permit. 

I bope some enterprising firm in your city 
wilitake the matter up, and will, when succes- 
ful, seud me a sample in friendly recognition.

Interesting to Cattle Breeders. 

Breeders of cattle will be interested in the 
following quoted from Coleman's Rural World 
of Aug. 28: The National Cattlemen's Con- 
vention, dalled to meet in St. Louis Nov. 17, 
will be essentially a meeting of range men, not 
of those who are likely either to exhibit at fat- 
stock shows or attend meetings of thorough- 
bred stockmen; bence we apprehend no con- 


convention to be held in this city.“ This lets 
a little light upon the true inwardness of the 
St. Louis scheme. The pretense bas been con- 
stantly and prominently made that this was to 
be the great First National Convention, witha 
very big N.“ and it bas been claimed that a 
large number of associations of breeders would 
send delegates. But now it appears that the 
daie chosen was selected because breeders 0° 
fine stock were and are not expected to attend. 
On this point St. Louis will not be disappointed, 
now that she bas plainly told breeders that they 
are not expected to take part in that conven- 
tion, gotten up for range men exclusively, and 
not for those who may wish to attend the an- 
nual meetings of the breeders’ associations of 
which they are members. 

oThe paragraph quoted clearly shows that St. 
Louis imagines that there is a division of in- 
terests between the cattle owners of the plains 
and the fine-stock breeders of the States, aud 
that it is the purpose to ignore those who are 
working for the improvement of the cattle of 
the country, as well as the interests of the 
vast uumbder of men who own native cattle, 
and represent maby millions of dollars more 
than are invested In cattle on the ranges. St. 
Louis evidently does not realize that the in- 
terests ot the range men and of breeders of 
fine cattle are as one. It is unusually frank in 
her to acknowledge that she does not expect, 
and, inferentially, does not want breeders to 
meet at her National convention.

Does Poultry-Keeping Pay? 

Many a person unfitted for the work by lack 
of experience has been inducea to engage iu 
poultry-keeping by tales, half-voncealing, half- 
revealing, about the profits of the business. It 
has been found in manyan instance that a 
dozen or two chiekens yielded an annual profit 
of from 50 to 100 per cent; there have been 
plenty who figured that if twenty-five fowls 
gaye a profit of $25 2,500 fowls ehould produce 
$2,500 profit. Nothing can be plainer than these 
figures, and scareely anything can be more cer- 
tain than that .experience and the figures will 
come out so fur apart that the poultry-keeper 


will believe that there has been a lie some- 
where, and he or she will not be able to doubt 
the results of experience. 

Keeping poultry will pay if they are kept ip 
the rigut way by the right persons. Those who 
live in villages where most houses have 
grounds large enough for a poultry house and 
yard can keep half adozen or a dozen fowls 
profitabiy, since the outlay for food for them is 
not large. Private ftamiiies generally have 
enough seraps from the table to half feed the 
number of fow®% they way profitably keep. 
Under such circumstances eggs may be nad 
the year throught at a cost of a cent each. But 
it is on the farm that keeping fowls costs less 
than almost anywhere else, because on most 
farms enough grain and other food to support 
a goodly number of fowls would be was it 
the fowls were not there to pickitup. In 
“Profitable Poultry-Keeping.“ by Stephen 
Beale, oceurs the following on this point: 

We have seen that country and suburban 
residents, great and small, not only may but 
should keep poultry; and next we come to the 
farmer, who may be rded as the most im- 
portant of all, for with him it will be a matter 
of business, and he may produce upon a large 
scale if he goes [nto it at all. He bus advantages 
which no one else possesses, havi plenty of 
room for the birds, food for them at first cost, 
means of utilizing their manure which no one 
else can have. and can graft poultry-keeping 
on to bis other work without any great extra 
expense. He has also means of getting bis 
produce to market at once, and can make con- 
tracts with large consumers, hotels, etc., such 
as asmaller man cannot But. of course. the 
business to be really successful will require 
thought and attention, which many of our 
farmers have heretotore refused to give. but 
they are at last coming to see that ‘there is 
money in it.“ 


Oleaginous Cleveland. 

The oleomargarine bill passed in New York 
last winter now appears to bave been merely a 
piece of political clap-trap, made to catch the 
vote of the farmers for Grover Cleveland. The 
New York Times of Aug. 6 says in effect that 
when Cleveland signed that bill he conferred a 
lasting boon upon the consumer and on the 
producer of bonest butter. The American 
Dairyman, a paper which goes directly to the 
core of matters, says of this: This, of con ree 
is only a political story, commonly called a ‘tie.’ 
which is self-evident, and will please neither 
the laboring-man, whom it attempts to deceive 
into the notion that he is robbing the farmer 
nor will it please the farmer, for he knows well 
enough that be is robbing no man, from the 
simple tact that with the prevailing prices of 
butter he is simply losing money. The utter 
fallacy of the oleo bill helping the farmer is 
patent from the facts, first, that it is not now 
and never hus been enforeed; and further, the 
price of butter at this time last year was from 
a half to a cent higher than it now is."’ 

The facts inthe case seem to warrant the 
belief that the oleomargarine bill was signed 
by Cleveland to pacify those who demanded its 
| passage, while there was at the same time an 
understanding that the provisions of the bill 

were not to be enforced. Cleveland might 
thus gain a little cheap favor with farmers.

In the early part of this century 
he became the owner of Short-Horns, and im- 
ported at least one auimal— the cow Harriet 
before the first public sale of Sbort-Horns in 
this country, Oct. 29, 1836. At that sale he 
bought the bull Matchem (2,283) for $1,200 and 
the cow Illustrious for $775. Later the Rose of 
Sharon tribe became his favorits,“and by good 


judgment and persistence be made the Renick 
Roses of Sharon popular. 


A French forestry journal ‘says that thirty 
years ago the Khanati district of Bacharia was 
one of the most fertile regions of Central Asia. 
It was well worked and splendidly watered. 
About twenty-five years ago a mania for clear- 
ing away the forests seized upon the people, 
and now all the great forests have been cut 


away, and the little that remained was ravaged 
by fire during a civil war, The consequences 
were not long in followimg, and have trans- 
formed this country into a kind of arid desert. 
The.water courses are dried up and the irri- 
gating canals empty.

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THE STATE FAIR. 


A Very Promising Outlook for the 


Agricultural Show Next 
Week. 


What Is Going On at the Grounds to 
Make Them Ready—The Work 
Done. 

List of Exhibits of Mechanic Arts—The 
Live-Stock and Other En- 
tries. 


THE OUTLOOK. 
| PROSPECT OF AN EXHIBIT FAR AHEAD OF 
PREVIOUS YEARS—THE GROUNDS. 

The thirty-second annual Illinois State Fair 
which opens Monday promises to be the most 
suceessful yet held. Never before have there 
been so many applications for space and never 
before have individual concerns asked for 80 
much room in which to display their goods. 
The members of the State Board of Agriculture 
have seemingly done everything to induce 
manufacturers, farmers, and merchants to 
take part, and the result is way beyond their 
expectations. An office was opened at 
the Sherman House yesterday, and 
there the Secretary, 8. D. Fisher, and 
the Chief Clerk, Charles F. Mills, were 
busily engaged with a number of assistants at- 
tending to the almost inaumerable details re- 
quired in the handling of so large an undertak- 
ing. This office will remain open until after 
the fair, which lasts from the 8th to the 13tb, 
and applications for space and entries may be 
made there up to noon today. 

AT THE GROUNDS. 

A more busy seene than that at the Chicago 

Driving Parx yesterday has seldom been wit- 


nessed there, the air being fillea with the sound 
of saw and hammer, neighing of horses, be!low- 
. ing of cattle, grunting of hogs, and the whir- 
ring of on occasional engine. The buildings in 
use last year still stand. though several 
new ones have deen put up at points 
west of the track, mainly tor the 
dispy of machinery. The machinery and 
agricultural implement departments are 
the most advanced in their preparations, and 
many workmen are busy in putting in the dis- 
piays for them along the two rows of pavilions 
running south from the main entrance. The 
harvesting-machine men are so fur in the lead, 
and some of the exhibits are nearly in position, 
though it is somewhat slow work to get the en- 
gines in running order and make the necessary 
attachments. The infield, or the space within 
the tracks, has been nearly all platted off, and 
will present a much more attractive and busy 
appearance than last year. It covers aspace of 
tweuty acres, and will be intersected by ten 
streets, each twenty-five feet wide, running 
north and south, so that there will be no lack of 
room for those who have exhibits or for those 
who want to look at them. All tbis space is 
given to mechanics. Some exhibitors are con- 
structing frame buildings, while others again 
content themselves with frame uprights cov- 
ered with canvas. In the one department of 
mechanics there had been entered yesterday 
the names of 200 exbibitors, but that number 
gives no idea of the display, for the majority 
will show dozens of different implements. 
Agricultural hall is being rapidly fitted up 
and by today wilt be ready for the reception of 
exhibits. The arrangement of last year will be 
earried out in the display to be given in this 
building. Nearly adjoining is another struct- 
ure in which will be shown similar exhibits. 
Nearly all the space in both buildings has been 
taken and by Monday it is expected that there 
will not be a foot of spare room left. 


THE STOCK EXHIBIT. 


No additional room has been made for horses, 
cattle, or hogs, and but few have so far been 
received, though nearly all the space for each 
has been taken. Some people have prophesied 
that the fact that pleuro-pneumonia is known 
to exist in the State would make the exhibit of 
cattle small, but it is claimed that such will 
not be the casa, There may be no Jerseys 
shown, and it is not expected that any will be, 
as itis among them the disease exists, but the 
display of other breeds will be as large as at 
any previous fair. 

One of the features of the fair which it is 
believed will attract a large number of 
lovers of fancy stock wil be the ex- 
hibition of the American Clydesdale 
Association. This will be the first an- 
nual show of the association, and it is stated 
that it will be the largest apd finest collection 
of draft horses ever seen in this country. 
Some few were on the ground yesterday and 
were greatly admired by the many exhibiters 
and others who were present. A long list of 
prizes are offered, aggregating $2,600 and four 
silver medais. -

Milwaukee Avenue Police. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 4.—[Editor of The Tribune. } 
—Why is it that the city ordinance is not en- 
forced on Milwaukee avenue regarding the 
closing of saloons at the proper hour? There 
is a concert-saloon at No. 445 going ahead in 
defiance of law, propriety, and regard for fel-

I waited till 2 o'clock before 
the crowd left the saloon, only to continue out 
upon the street, and even then men coming 
along were admitted freely. Last Sunday it 
was even later than 2 o'clock when the lights 
went down. 

This is of such common occurrence that it 
is becoming too monotonous and ought to be 
stopped. You might, and justly, ask, Is there 
no police there?’’ Yes, an overproduction of 
them in the early hours of the evening at and 
about the station, lounging about, who rejoice 
in taking a drunken woman or single man, but 
a crowd of them never! During a pe- 
riod of eight months, in walking up 
Milwaukee avenue all the way irom 8 
to 12 golock at night, I have never 
seen one of thoge blue-coats within three 
biocks of Chicago avenue yet. Some three 
weeks since | called at the station one of those 
mornings when the noise was too unbearable 
to lie in bed and listen to those hideous war- 
songs, and complained to the manin charge. 
He was amazed, and discredited the charges, 
Saying that there were policemenon duty. But, 
where are they, that no one ever can find them? 
And of what use are they if they mingle their 
sympathies with the lawbreakers and hide the 
outrages with their official cloaks? Nos. 451 
and 460 quite frequently follow suit; and why 
should they not, when their neighbor carries 
on witbout interference?

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THE MORPHINE HABIT. 


An Interesting Communication by 
One Who Has Suffered 
from It. 


How the Practice of Taking a Stimulant 
Is Contracted, and the Difficulty 
of Reforming. 


Plain Directions Which the Writer Claims 
Will Effect a Somplete and Perma- 
nent Cure. 


Evanstox, III., Aug. 30.—{Editor of Tue 


Tribune.|—There is but little doubt that the 
consumers of opium, either as smokers or 
those who take laudanum (or the tincture of 
opium), or as those who take opium's chief 
alkaloid, morphia, either by the mouth or hy po- 
dermically—there is but little doubt that 
these victims of what is said to be the 
most seductive of all habits are legion. 
This number is increasing in a much 
greater ratio than our populaton is 
increasing. The causes of the increase 
are several. Chief among these are highly 
strung nerves, high living, weakened digestive 
Organs, more of the social element in our 
lives and hence later and more irregular hours, 
greater business competition and bence more 
worry. All these, and besides these many 
which affect individual persons and classes, as 
grief over deaths, etc., unhealthy and danger- 
ous cecupations with wretched sanitary condi- 
tions, etc., tend to produce an exceeding!y arti- 
ficial manner of life. A person subjected to 
several of the causes, especially if with 
them is a disordered, or, as it were, 
crazy, nervous organization, is exceedingly 
liable to fall a prey to some form of stimuli 
tion. The drugs used for such purpose are to- 
bacco, alcohol, opium in some form, chloral, 
hydrate, bromide of potassium, Indian bemp, 
named perhaps in the order of the extent of 
their use. Besides these, chiorcform and ether 
are somewhat used by the reckless to produce 
either release from pain or anxiety or fora 
purely sensuous result. I wish only to speak 
of opium or morphbia. 

| QUALIFIED TO SPEAK. 

Having for weeks at a time used this drug to 
quiet my exceedingly nervous constitution, | 
fell at one time into the habitof taking it in 


increasing doses, as one is so apt to do unless 
very careful. I have taken from six to ten 
grains hypodermically every day for many 
weeks at atime. I have also stopped its use 
entirely without a physician's aid, and I there- 
fore consider that I have a right to suppose I 
know something of its effects and how to stop 
its use. And if what 1 shail say will helpa 
similarly-placed unfortunate my endeavors will 


re . 

I wish first to say a word as to its effects, 
which 1 think most persons who have never 
used it continually somewhat misunderstand. 
De Quincey boasts that he hag taken more than 
3,000 drops of laudanum a day—over six 
ounces, or enough to kill six persons it taken 
by those unused to its action at one time, pro- 
vided it is all absorbed. 

Now, it must be considered in judging of 
this that it is a peculiarity of our digestive or- 
gans that if anything is taken into them unfit 
for the body they endeavor in some way to 
get rid of it as soon as possible. 80 far as my 
experience goes, though I have never 
seen it stated in medical discussions 
on opium, this endeavor of the digestive 
organs to rid themseives of the poison over- 
somes the tendency of laudanum to con- 
itipate and a diarrhea is sure to follow three 
rams a day. Now, for this reason I have but 
Attle doubt that in De Quincey’s case a com- 
paratively small amount of the poison was 
really absorbed into the blood. Be that as it 
may, I have always, except at first, taken the 
drug in the form of morphia sulphate hypo- 
dermically, a way by which it is impossible for 
it not to get into the blood, and in this way, I 
am ashamed to confess, 1 have taken more 
than four ounces. 

A great popular error is to suppose that 
the drug is commonly taken to pro- 
duce  intoxication—debauch Except the 
smokers of opium—who are few in this 
country—I venture to say very few use 
the drug for this purpose. All narcot- 
ges are, in small doses, stimulants. All the 
drugs mentioned. above except bromide of pot- 
ash. and it is not a narcotic, are real narcotic- 
stimulants, or better, stimulant-narcotios; in 
small doses they excite, some by stimulating, 
others perhaps only by irritating, the brain- 
centres: ip large doses they intoxicate. We 
‘hardly look on tobacco as a narcotic, but iet 
any smoker try it by drawing into his lungs all 
the smoke of one to three cigars as rapidly 
as possible and he will de entirely 
drunk before the last is smoked. 
Columbus said: Among other evil customs 
they (the Indians) persist in smoking 
tobacco for the purpose of producing insens)- 
bility. . They insert the two ends of 
their fogked pipestems into their noses and in- 
hale the smoke till they fall down insensible, 
intoxicated.“ 

THE FIRST DOSE AND ITS EFFE 


The sickly, nervous system of a worn-out, | 
excitable e ure is all awry. Thousands of 
overworked, [frritable nerve-centres all over the 
body are constantly firing their battery into 
‘the brain, already ready to break down from 
mental strain...

Morphia taken thus in small doses quiets the 
million of crazy nerve-centres, destroys the 
sense of fatigue, htly stimulates mental 
activity; and thus a hypodermic injection of 
one-sixth or one-fifth grain transforms 
a being who was a minute or two 
ago tired and worn-out, dejected in 
miod and molancholy, why he knows not—a 
creature toiling over his books or machine, 

atevery sound, looking intoa future 
of only clouds and darkness, suffering from 
rheumatism, backache, and general wretched- 
neas, inte a man with bright eyes, with no 
pain, no nervousness, no dejection, no melan- 
choly. What a change! The question very 
comes, Since all this can be done 
I rendered so completely happy who was an 
instant ago so wretched, why should I fear the 
cause? Such a medicine is certainly my friend, 
not my foe.” : 

But the amount is gradually inoreased; 
months wear on and he finds his mind is less 
active, his sensibility less acute, and he sees in 
many ways that that which was apparently bis 
friend is really a most treacherous and insid- 
fousenemy. But when he attempts to stop its 
use! O, what twice tenfold misery! The most 
extreme misery and hyperesthesia, or over- 
sensation, which any one suffers who suddenly 
stops the use of morphia to which he has been 
used is almost agonizing, and no words can 
express the torment. It absolutely compels 
the return to its use. I am convinced that this 
ig the condition of many who daily peruse your 
paper. ITM.“ were branded on tore- 

eads of all in Chicago who more or less use 
the drug to stimulate the brain and quiet over- 
sensitive nerves the sight would be surprising. 

HOW TO REFORM. 

The most important part of any discussion on 
this subject to all who are personally interested 
is the means of stopping the habit. On this 
point nothing very new can be said. I cannot 
undertake to say anything not known to all in- 
telligent physicians. I have no secrets to di-

Now, how may a person overcome the wiles 
of the drug? He must be thoroughly in ear. 
nest. He must be most resolutely determined 
to stop the habit, let it cost whatit may. He 
mustexpect a hard time of it. He has by 
carelesness gotten himself into a deep pit and 
be cannot get out by himself without great 
trial and tribulation. It is very easy when one’s 
blood is full of morphine to be most thorough- 
ly determined to stop ita use. Butif he go to 
bed without bis usual amount the next day be 
wakes up ina most wretched condition and 
fancies that there is not the least use in the 
world in taking one grain less than usual. 
Here is where the tug comes. His resolution 
and determination must be equal to the occa- 
sion if he hopes to stop the use of the drug. 
One and the most distressing nervous effect was 
not mentioned above—viz.: what physicians call 
hyperesthesia—that is a condition in which 
every nerve-centre, every tissue of any kind, 
seems to be crying out for its usual stimulant. 
Those who have felt this in its extreme form 
know that there is hardiy a pain fiesh is sub- 
ject to that can be compared to it. This is 
what generally drives the unhappy victim back 
to his enemy. 

WILL POWER NECESSARY. 

Let the victim refiect on this, count the cost, 
and see that his will-power isequaito the 
emergency. If be thinks he cannot stand the 
pain, and would rather continue in the old 
rut, let him remember right then that 
he is voluntarily saying he prefers to shorten 
his life perhaps many years, and prefers to 
make the last years of his existence a burden 
and a curse. Do not for anything sit quietly 
down and allow yourself to continue to pour 
poison and death into your veins! 

The person must remember that he has for 
months, perhaps years, been destroying his 
vital forces, and just as the chemist cannot, by 
a mixture of his reagents, make a worm—!ict 
alone the hichly-organtzed nerve-tissue he bas 
been destroying by morpliine—so there is no 
man, however learned or however much he 
may advertise in papers, who can put intoa 
bottle nerve-force which the buyer can pour 
into his veins as he nas poured into them the 
poison from the effects of which has lost so 
much. 

Let alone all advertisers; they are a delu- 
sion andasnare. They rob your pogket and 
give nothing in return. Let the opium-eater 
who realizes his condition and desires to regain 
health and happiness, if he has the means and 
time at disposal, go to a reputable institution 
for such persons. This is by far the shortest, 
surest, and most economical in the end. These 
institutions have a history very creditable, 
and earnest, honest men are at the head 
of all reputable asylums of this sort. 
They take a man's control of the drug from 
him and regulate the amount daily taken, so 
that soon he takes none ut all. Besides, the 
physicians in charge pay great attention to the 
patient's comfort, and do not let him suffer. 
He can leave the asylum in leas than a month 
cured, and if be lapses back it is his own fault. 

It this is impracticable let him go to a pbysi- 
cian whose honesty and cbaracter are above 
suspicion, and, placing his case before him, 
summon up all his will power and carry 
out what his physician tells him care- 
fully and entirely, and be will also 
be cured. It is far better to do one 
or the other of these things, because his will is 
weak and he needs and almost requires aid and 
sympathy. He is far more likely to succeed if 
he ie under the eye of a man for whom he has 
great respect than if no one ever knows 
whether be is stopping or not. Let him re- 
member that if his family physician is the man 


he should be (and if he is not he shoul to 


another physician) he will be sure to find aid 
and the kindest and most sympathetic of friends. 
If he, for his own reasons, see fit 
not to do either of these let 
bim follow pretty closely these instructions. 
It is not at all necessary to take so little mor- 
phia that he is in pain all the time. If he only 
takes pains to gradually diminish his amount, 
always at the same rate, he will soon find he 
does not take one-tenth what he did take, and 
then none. Let the doses be smaller and further 
apart from day to day. There need not be 
enough discomfort to keep one from his recu- 
lar occupation. 
OTHER DIRECTIONS. 


Be sure to take much less at night, but 
enough to sleep; one can, by making the pe- 
riods of disquiet come at night, diminish the 
dose rapidly, for he sleeps through in spite of 
the discomfort, and benee does not know of it 
till he awakes, when be will find that he bas 
gone without the drug very much longer than 
he could have done if awake. Then let him 
take just barely enough to make things toler- 
able, and so on through the day, repeatimg the 
performance of the vious night. ~ 

Now, if be wishes stop rapidly, and it is 
best to stop as quickly as possible, let ‘him, act- 
ing as stated above, take two or three grains 
of quinine just after breakfast. „He will find 
that it helps him to do without morphia re- 
markably. Take some more morphia when 
the discomf can be no longer borne, 
and a dose of quinine after the next meal. 
With quinine and determination any one can 
stop the habit in from one to three or four 
weeks. If it is desirable to stop stili sooner, 
pursue this course: Give up all work, make 
the periods of doing long without it totally 
while you are asleep. When you awake in the 
morning having, taken so little the previous 
night that you are in great distress, take the 
smallest amount you can get along with (if by 
the stomach, take the dose about one-half or 
one hour before breakfast), eat a small break- 
fast, take two or three grains of quinine, and 
walk briskly in the open air two bourg come 
back home, and, having ordered a prescription 
of bromide of potassium and chioral, take 
a tablespoonful or a little more in half 
a glass of water, and then in about a half hour 
liedown and sleep in a dark room as long as 
possible. You will find that asthe dose of 
morphia grows less you will be more and more 
inclined to sleep, and you can now sleep so 
that you will postpone the time when you must 
take the next dose from one or two to four or 
five hours, and in this way you can very rapid- 
ly diminish the doses and very soon be whole 
again.” These directions are for one who has 
been taking as much as five or ten grains of 
morphia daily for from a month or two 
to a year or two, and whose nervous 
constitution is not badly deranged. 
Those not so far ne had better 
follow one of the first two methods. Those 
who have been long—many, years—given up to 
the habit, and wo are nearly wrecked, cun 
hardly hope to succeed except under the eyes 
of skilled physicians. 

One must be careful not to take too much of 
the bromide ‘and chloral continuously, as it 
produces bad effects. A rule might be this: 
Not to take more than three tablespoonfuls a 
day, and this only for three days. It is better 
to stop the use then for a day or two. Use 
from four to eight grains of quinine à day, tak - 
ing the dose after meals. 

The great and indispeasabie points are these: 

1. Keep up your resolution to stop entirely. 

2. Gradually diminish the dose. 

8. Having brought the dose down to a cer- 
tain point, do not let it rise again and again.

Mr. Trucky engaged him to go to work, and 
helped the cooking on board as far as the lu- 
dian’s home, on Muskegon River, known as 
the Island, which is Mr. Trucky’s present home. 
Martin A. Ryerson svon after commenced 
speculations in lands and lumber, married an 
Indian, and lived some time in Muskegon, very 
near where the Muskegon depot is now 
situated, and I think was the first mill owner 
there. The first mill was on the same site as it 
is to day in Muskegon. The firm then com- 
* Martin A. Ryerson and Robert Morris. 
r. Morris retired in 1864 and went to Grand 
Rapids and soon afterwards died. The object 
of the monument in question is a very appro- 
priate one, showing some phases in the life of 
the Indian, and representing America's early 
settlers.

Ryerson out of any particular regard or respect 
tor the race at all.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The Knights of Labor are in set 
sion in Philadelphia and will probably continue 
to meet for oue week. Something of the origin 
and purposes of this great organization and of 
in relations to political parties and to various 
important social questions may be gathered 
from the following conversation with a gentle 
man who has good opportunities for knowing 
something of the subject of whioh he speaks: 

PARLIAMENT OF THE KNIGH?TS OF LABOR. 

Isee that a meeting of the National Assem- 
bly of the Knights of Labor is now in session 
in Philadelphia. What is the object of it!“ 

It is the regular annual parliament of that 
body. The last meeting was held in Cincianati. 
It embraces representatives of the various dis- 
trict assembiies and of the local assemblies 
that are directly dependent upon the Nationa! 
body.“ 

Wat do you mean by district and local as- 
semblies?“ 

The Knigtits of Labor is a federative body. 
The locul assemblies are organizations formed 
in localities. The district assemblies are the 
legisiative or delegate bodies of these local 
bodies.“ 

MEMBERSHIP, 

“What is the membership of the Knights 
of Labor?"’ 

Nobody knows but those inside. However, 
there are nearly 4,000 local assemblies in the 
United States, numbering from ten to 400 or 500

“The headquarters of the Knights of Labor 
are in Philadelphia, where the General Secre- 
tary, with the offices attached, resides. The 
residence of the Secretary of the Executive 
Committee, a Mr. McClellan, is at Hoboken, 
N. J. The Chairman is Frank K. Foster of 
Haverbill, Mass., editor of the Daily Laborer, 
the official organ of the Shoemakers’ District 
Assembly.“ 

SUBJECTS UNDER, DISCUSSION. 

Are there any special topics agitating the 
National Assembly at the present time, and 
what subjects are likely te be brought up at 
this Philadeiphia meeting!“ 

“IT cannot speak with absolute knowledge, 
but, apart from the general details of such a 
great organization, numbertag at least 200,000 
persons, there are certain questions which I 
will enumerate. One of these questions is 
that of making the organizetion an entirely 
secret and piedged body. The New York men, 
who favor this measure, bave succeeded in 
considerably changing the condition of wage 
laborin that city by means of the secrecy 
and compactness with which they have bandied 
the Knights of Labor. It ig said that the 
officers of all important trade-unions in the 
Cities of New York and Brooklyn are always 
members of the Knights of Labor; that the 
delegates to all representative bodies are of the 
sum class; that the aim of the organization in 
that city is to control by these meu rather than 
by numbers; and that thereby they have ac- 
quired a power which is astonishing. They 
are in the National Assembly, it isto be pre- 
sumed, with the power acquired by the fact 
that they h ave achieved things, 

COOPERATION, 


“The only leading question which will prob- 
ably bs brought up reiates to the manner in 
which the wishes of the founder, Mr. N. H. 
Stepbens, shall be curried out in making this 
organization a great codperative movement. 
The Chairman of the Codperation Board, Mr. 
Henry E. Sharp of New York, has submitted 
broadcast a proposition for the organization of 
a Operative guild, by means of which each 
one of the 4,000 local assemblies will become 


| a codperative association both for protection 


and distribution. The scheme embraces, as 


the projector of it suggests, the organization 
| of consumers rather than of producers, believ- 


ing that the organization of consumption will 
bring about much sooner the results aimed at 


| than the present organization of production. 


It is proposed to establish distributing agencies, 


| and also to create as fast as practicable local 


and general workshops, interchange of com- 
modities, land settlement, and other means of 
obtaining at first hand and without loss from 
middlemen the supplies needed by bodies of 
It is also pro- 


tion from time to time at various points, and 
to provide a guarantee fund for those who are 
oliand disabled. Mr. Sharp's plan would put 
this great project under the control of a guild 
or board incorporated by the Knights of Labor, 
but separate from its general management, the 
officers of the order to be ex-officio officers of 
the codperative guild. Against this proposi- 
tion is made the claim that the proper control 
of the cooperative movements shall rest in the 
executive board, the general business body of 
the organization, and itis quite probable that 
the pian ultimately adopted will add ‘hew ele- 
ments to the executive board, and will make it 
obligatory on all members of the Knuights 
of Labor to pay a small sum, per 
heps 10 cents a — 2 to the codper- 
ative fund, this fund to be used under 
the direction of the General Board, after con- 
ference and discussion with local and district 
assemblies, in the establishment of stores and 
workshops. Under present circumstances the 
codperation fund would amount ina year to 
about $200,000, aud by proper handling the sys- 
tem of credit now in vogue can be made to 
represent nearly a million of dollars. The op- 
erations of the codperative system will be con- 
fined entirely to the order iteelf. Persons em- 
ployed in their workshop, it is proposed, shall 
be members of the order. The scheme which 
was first outlined by Mr. Stephens involved 
the manufacture of goods by the different 
trades that are already embraced or may here- 
after be included within the bounds of the 
order, the exchange of goods, purchase of 
mills, and ownership of land and its cultivation 
for the supplying of these people. It also in- 
volves a d.rect exchange with the Grange or- 
ganization of this country.“

„% How does this organization stand related to 
any or all the great political parties of the 
country?“ , 

It includes within its membership some o 
the most pronounced politicians of both of the 
great parties, although a majority of those who 
are active are more or less identified with the 
Greenback, National, and anti-monoply move-

“The Knights of Labor are not very radical 
as compared tosome other labor organizations. 
They are opposed to strikes, are very strongly in 
favor of all coOperative and associated efforts

Was it not the chief of that order, Mr. Po- 
derly, who was a candidate for the Commis- 
sionership of the Bureau of Labor Statistics?“

Lonpon, Aug. 23.—[Special Correspondence} 
—Since last May I have personally 
the wheat and corn crops from Denver ang St. 
Paul to Vienna, Austria. I have looked at the 
grain flelds through England, France, Germany 
Austria, and Belgium, and, taking the gra, 
crop of the world, there has not been Buch 9 
splendid crop for ten years. There is no bag 
wheat between Madrid and St. Petersburg or 
between Liverpool and Marseilles. All En ropg 
is talking about the splendid crops. It ig oO 
ceded that America will produce 500,000,009 
bushels of wheat and 2,000,000,000 bushels ot 


good corn. This will be an excess of about °* 


100,000,000 bushels of wheat and 500,000,009 
bushels of corn over last year. 

Now, what is to become of this great crop? 

I can see where the corn will go to, for it will 
go to France to be made into Spirits; ang 
France and England are taking more pork 
every year. Corn means pork and Whisky. 4 
Liverpoo! importer told me that England was 
increasing her pork importation 2 per cent a 
month. So the corn will get out of A 
but at a low price. I believe live hogs will 
be sold in Chicago at 8% cents per pound be 
fore next June. In regard to American wheat, 
I am sorry to say that it must 90 to 
a low figure. American farmers must be 
prepared to see their wheat selling in Liver. 
pool and Hamburg at 90centa a bushel. It ig 
only these phenomenally low prices that can 
keep the Russian wheat on the Black Sea and 
break up the wheat-raisersof India. You are 
on the eve of low prices in America, Be pre- 
pared for it. 

PRUSSIA COLONIZING AFRICA, | 

They were all talking in Berlin the other day 
about a German colony in Africa./ The Ger. 
man newspapers were full of editorials about it, 
and the politicians all said, We've got to have

In my interview with Prince Bismarck 1 
asked him about the new colony, He laughed,

These 
two German colonies take up all the interven- 
ing space in Africa between the French colony 
at Gaboon and the English colony on the north. 
The German policy is to buy up native Chiefs, 
and place them under the protectorate of 
the German flag. In one instance they 
made a Chief Colonel of a native 
regiment. That is, they bought the Chief and 
all bis men for the price of good rations and 
uniforms. They don’t conquer the Africans; 
they buy them, as Russia buys the Asiatie 
Chiefs. The diplomatic Bismarck “calis this 
national absorption. Africa willsoon be out 
up into sections and divided out to the Kings of 
Europe. .

Maurms, Tenn., Sept. 5.— The cotton crop 
report for the Memphis district, embracing 
Western Tennessee, Northern Arkansas, 
Northern Mississippi, and Northern Alabama, 
to be issued tomorrow by Messrs. Hill, Fon- 
taine & Co., willsay: The report does not 
sustain the favorable prospects of a month 
ago. There has been quite a change for the 
worse since our report of July was published. 
Nearly all our 818 correspondents report dam- 
age to the growing cotton-plant from drouth, 
shedding, rust, and worms. The weather dur- 
ing August has,in the main, been too dry. 
Complaint is still general of drouth. The 
lateness of the planting season, coupled 
with the unprecedented back wurd- 
ness of the crop, has sub jected 
the plant to more than its common dangers. 
Dry weather continues every day and adds to 
the injury which the plant is sustaining by 
shedding its blooms. It is no« fruiting well, 
and its present condition throughout the dis- 
trict is anything but satisfactory. Picking has 
scarcely commenced, but will become general 
throughout the district between Sept. 25 and 
Oct. 5. The greatest danger now to be feared 
is the appearance of frost at an early date. 
Oet. 13 is the average date of the fallug of 
frost in this section. The hope of saivation of 
the planters throughout the district is that the 
fall will ve a late one. In this event the yield 
inthe Memphis district will be an average 
one, perhaps exceeding last year’s. But should 
frost appear earlier than Oot. 24 the present 
prospective yield will be reduced not less than 
16 to 20 per cent.

Late Legal Decisions. 
The following are among some of the more im- 
portant decisions lately rendered in some of the 
higher courts: 


SHIPPING—-UNAUTHORIZED QUARANTINE—LIA- 
BILITY OF OFFICERS—DAMAGES. 

The owner of a cargo of fruit sued the Board of 
Health of New Orleans, and the individual mem- 
bers thereof, for damages to the fruit belonging to 
bim, caused by the fumigation of the vessel at 
quarantine, which he claimed was done without 
authority. The vessel had come fram Port Au- 
tonio, Jamaica, with a clean bill of health; there 
was no yellow-fever there when she left, and no 
cases were developed on her voyage. The board 
bad authorized its President to act in cases of 
emergency, and to report his action to the board 
when it met. Under this authority he ordered the 
fumigation, and his action was approved. The 
physicians examined testified that yellow-fever is 
endemic in the West India Islands, and that Ja- 
maica is in the yellow-fever zune, and the disease 
is liable to appear at any time in Jamaica. 
It was not at Port Antonio, and the Gov- 
ernor had not proclaimed the port. The 
cargo was 1,750 bunches of bananas, and the 
health officer urged the master of the vessel to 
unload the fruiton the Custom-House wharf at 
the quarantine staůuon, and offered assistance to 
the crew. This was done because the master per- 
sisted in saying that the fruit would be ruined. 
The master, however, refused unless he was not 
put to any charge in unloading, though he knew 
that the fumes would destroy the fruit. The 
plaintiff? was defeated and appealed the case, 
Beers vs. Board of Health, to the Supreme Court 
of Louisiana, where the judgment was affirmed. | 
Judge Manning, in the opinion, said: (1) The 
plainti@ should have unloaded the cargo and have 
sued the health officer for the expense incurred, 
for that officer was acting without any authority 
when he stopped the vessel. It was clearly an 
arbitrary actto have ordered the fumigution of a 
vessel with a clear bill of nealth coming from a 
port where there was and had been no sickness, 
before the roclamation of any part what- 
ever as inf „and with a cargo the market- 
abe value of which would de destroyed by 
fumigation, and we would have allowed the full 
dumages had not the plainti® refused to do or per- 
mit to be done what would have saved his cargo. 


. (2) The rule of law is that if the plaintif#® omit to 


use his opportunitie and does not reasonably ex- 
ert himself to lessen the damages which may re- 
sult from the defendant's act, he is not entitled to 
compensation for the injury which he might or 
ought to have prevented, except to the extent of 
proper compensation for such measures or acta of 
prevention as the case required and were within 
his knowledge and power.”’ 


PARTNERSHIP—NOR-TRADING * FIRM—PROMIS- 
SORY NOTE. 


M & L were livery-stable keepers, and M bor- 
rowed money for his individual use and ve the 
firm note therefor. Pgyment was refused, and in 
an action upon it the plaintiff was defeated. He 
carried the case, Levi vs. Latham, to the Supreme 
Court of Nebraska, where the judgment was af- 
firmed. Judge Reese, in the opinion, said: 
We think that the rule of law is that 
one member of 4 non- trading firm 
has uo authority to bind his 
copartner by a note made by him in the firm name 
Without express autbority therefor from his co- 
partner, or when the giving of such instrument is 
necessary to the carrying on of the partnership 
business, or is usual in similar partnerships; and 
the barter is upon a party suing on a note given by 
one member of such firm to prove such authority 
or usage. a 


INTER-STATE EXTRADITION—ACQUITTAL—OTHER 
OFFENSE. 

B was arrested in Indiana upon the requisition of 
the Governor of Wisconsin upon a charge of em- 
bezzlement, was returned to Wisconsin, and there 
tried and acquitted of the charge. He was imme- 
diately arrested on a charge of obtaining property 
by fulse representations, and sued out a writ of 
habeas corpus, relying on the ground that he could 
not be beid for any offense in the State except upon 
that for which he was charged and extradited. He 
was remanded and carried the proceeding, State ex 
rel. Brown vs. Stewart, to the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin, ere the order helow was 
affirmed. Judge Cassoday, in the opin- 
ion, said: “Treaty stipulations between 
vations frequently guarantee to the fugitive the 
right to leave the demunding country after the trial 
tor the offense for which the fugitive has been sur- 
rendered, in case of ucquittal, or in case of con- 
viction after the expiration of the punishment. 
When not so guaranteed it is sumetimes made the 
subject of executive pledge. It has been held 
that an extradited fugitive cannot de beld in vio- 
lation of such treaty or pledge to answer for any 
other offense than the one for which he had been 
surrendered. But in the absence of such treaty 
stipulation it has been held that there is no im- 
plied obligation to de the arrest for such other 
offense. Soit bas bgen held to be no ground for 
releasing a prisoner who has escaped from the 
State into Canada and forcibly brought back to the 
State, and there arrested without the assent of the 
Cunadian authority. In the case before us no 
treaty stipulation to guarantee a return is in- 
volvéd, and hence cases of international extradi- 
tion arising under such treaties are not applicable. 
The inter-State extradition clause of the Federal 
Constitution was never intended for the benefit of 
fugitives, nor to epable them to escape the just 
pupishment of their offenses, On the contrary, it 
was to secure the apprehension of any one who 
should escape the jurisdiction wherein his offense 
had been committed. It was, in effect, a contract 
between the States upon a subject purely local, 
and as to which each would otherwise have 
been an independent sovereignty, that in case any 
person charged with crime in one State fied into 
another, such should, on demand of the Executiye 
of the former, cause him to be arrested and se- 
cured, if found therein, and delivered up to the 
agent of the former to be removed to the State 
trom which he had so fied. It was, in effect, a 
pledge from every State to each of the others, in- 
corporated into the organic law of the Nation, 
it would become, toa certain extent, an @gency in 
the administration of the laws of every other State 
against treason, felony, of other crimes, or to all 
such criminals as shall come within its borders.“

Yards, Lard was traded in freely during the fret 
hour, declining 10c,to $7.40 for October, and re- 
acted to $7.45 bid at the close, with September and 
November nearly nominal at 7c less, and other 
futures very quiet. January lard sold at 7. 40 
7.47% and February at the close at $7.52%. Short 
ribs declined 10c, to $9.95 for October, reacted to 
$10.00, and closed at $9.97%, with September nom- 
inal at about 12\c premium. Year pork sold early 
at $12.00, declined to $11.90, with sales by parties 
who had bought at the top, and closed at $12.00, 
with January at $12.20. September pork was nom- 
inal at $19.00 and October was. quoted at about 
$18.50. 

Fiour was dull and quoted weak, in sympathy 
withthe easier tone in wheat. The trading was 
only local. The coarse millstufts were firm. 

Wheat was dull and easier. October declined 
e, to 79%{c, improved to 803¢c, fell back to 79%c, 
and closed at 80c bid, with September at Ilse 
discount and November at Ihe premium. May 
was quiet at 10c above October. Car lots of No. 2 
spring sold at 78e, with No. 3 at 64c, and rejected 
ut 540, The trading was limited. Walker covered 
a moderate line of shorts early, with Hutchinson 
selling rather freely; and after that the market 
was mostly sustained by privileges and by the 
strength in corn. There was a good deal of buying 
at oc. or rather would have been if the market 
had staid there. Some of this was undoubtedly on 
stop orders, but most of it seemed to be 
based on puts,“ of which Hutchinson had 
sold about 600,000 bu the previous afternoon. 
There were no export orders here for spring 
grades. Dunn was buying car-lots, and this fact 
started the rumor that some export business was 
in progress, but it was afterwards found that the 
buying was only done for the sake of the small 
profit on carrying into next month. The market 
was about as featureless as it has been any day 
for some months past. Later cables were weak. 

Red winter wheat was quiet and easier. No. 3 
was Me lower, at orie, while No.2 was steady 
at 8144@81%c, exhibiting little change from Thurs- 
day. September No. 2 sold at 81%{c. Our receipts 
were about the same as the previous day, 
while Toledo showed an increase, and 
other interior points not much change. 
There was a little export business, but 
buyers said the trade is very siow, and foreign ad- 
vices exceedingly discouraging. One late cable 
said wheat is being pressed for sale by represen- 
tatives of all parts of the world, and Indian wheat 
is being offered very freely at current prices. 

Corn was active and again irregular, the near 
futures being much stronger, while these on the 
new crop were easier. September advanced 1%c, 
to 55 56e, and closed at 55%c, while cash No. 2 sold 
from 45c up to 55e, high mixed at 65@55%{c, and 
rejected at 5044@5lc. October advanced 15¢c, to 52. 
and closed at 52%c bid, while November advanced 
Ie. to 46e, and May closed at Me lower. The 

British markets were called firm, and our re- 
ceipts were only moderate in volume. The story 
went round that they are expected to be much 
smaller, and New York was at one time quoted up 
to 6c for September, which enabled shippers here 
to bid up forthe property, and there was really a 
brisk shipping demand, which was said to be from 
several points on the Atlantic seaboard. The trad- 
ing in futures was spasmodic and uncertain. N. 
Jones wasafree seller for October at the outset, 
and the market went down Nc. to 53}¢c, under his 
offerings. This invited some other selling, but it 
was soon surmised that the effort was one to keep 
prices down while others could buy, and Hutchinson 
was regarded as the controlling spirit among buyers 
for this and next month.

she pressure to fill contracts for flax which 
cwused the active buying early in the week was 
over yesterday,and an easy feeling prevailed in 
consequence, cash No. 1 selling at $1.31, being le 
lower. Timothy was active, the sales aggregating 
over 1.700 bags and prime bringing $1.31@1.37, being 
2@3c higher. Clover was nominal at $4.90@5.00 for 
prime, 

In jobbing circles there is a gradually tncreasing 
movement, though the present hot spell militates 
against activity. Dry goodsare only moderately act- 
ive, because of the unsensonadle weather. The same 
is true of hats and caps, millinery, and white 
goods. The grocery trade continues fairly active 
and prices are firm all along the line. Sugars show 
increased strength and an advancing tendency. 
There was a dull market for canned goods and 
foreign dried fruits. Domestic dried of the 
new crop are ih good request. Fish remain 
quiet and generally easy. The market for 
dairy products was quoted dull, owing 
to the hot weather. Prices were pretty well sus- 
tained. Dealers in oils report an active business 
in progress, the demand for carbon being unusually 
large. Pig-iron remains dull. Coal was in fair 
demand. Hay was steady, with rather liberal re- 
ceipts and moderate shipments. Eggs were firm 
under small receipts and fair inquiry. Hides, tal- 
low, wool, and broom-corn were steady at quota- 
tions. Potatoes were dull and easy, and poultry 
was in liberal receipt, dull, and weak. Green fruits 
were fairly active. Building materials are in mod- 
erate request, metals and tinners’ stock are quiet 
and easy, and drugs and chemicals are reported 
rather quiet at quotations. Whisky is firm at the 
recent advance, raw spirits being quoted at 81. 12. 

A year ago wheat in this market was 180 lower 
than now. and British farmers were receiving 
about 24c per bu more for their wheat than at 
present. It is also reported that English millers 
are now buying our poor grades to mix with their 
good wheat, while ayear ago they were buying our 
best grades to mix with the poorer sorts grown at 
home. The contrast is a striking one. It suggests 
that Western Europe is not badly wanting our 
wheat just now, and, indeed, it is said that. most of 
what is going forward from this side is on consign- 
ments. 

A Mr. Bottum has applied for membership.in 
the Chicago Board of Trade. He should be wel- 
come.. Agood many people have been watching 
and waiting for the dottom in prices, and want to 
buy when they think they have found it. 

Mr. Baxter (D. F.) was asked yesterday what he 
thinks of the outlook for rye. He replied that it 
ought to do better. A year ago there were about 
1,700,000 bu in sight, while at the beginning of this 
crop-year the quantity was barely 200,000 bu, the 
old stock having been practically cleaned up. The 
aggregated receipts at Western points last August 
were only about two-thirds as much as in August, 
1883, the deficiency in Chicago alone being about 
700 car-loads. He thinks the crop will prove te be 
about 8 per cent short, but the quality is very good. 
There is prospect of avery good export demand, 
as both Germany and France are a quarter short, 
while Russia has a fair average crop. Between 
March 1 and July 1 the exporters have taken about 
3,500,000 bu, much of which was sold early. Rye 
flour has recently grown in favor with consumers, 
as the grain is now submitted to the roller process, 
which gives a very superior articie of flour. 

It is currently believed that Hutchinson is at the 
bottom of the present excitement in corn for neur 
delivery, but the general idea is that he is only 
makipg a turn. It ie a long while since he was 
concerned in running a corner, and it is contrary 
to his mental habit to stay in a deal long enough to 
develop it into a first-class squeeze. This is what 
makes the matter so uncertain. Folksare afraid 
of getting left by a sudden flop. But if the coun- 
try should get wakened up to a belief that the sup- 
ply of corn is really running short, any one man’s 
attitude would avail little. Itis well to remember 
that new corn, good enough for feeding purposes 
if not to fill contracts, will very soon be available, 
and the recent hot spell has done very much 
towards speedily maturing the crop.

At present 
there are five “runs” on the island—four at 
the west end andone alongside the Brighton 
Beach Hotel. The noise of a coasting run is a 
sort of blending of the rattle and bang of the 
elevated railroad system, the clatter of a 
Broadway stage, the sough of a buffeted fog- 
born, ana the ambitious efforts of a steel-lunged 
youth ona cracked clarionet. 

The effect upon listeners is varied. Small 
boys are unable to stand still when they first 
come near a coaster in full blast, and small 
girls cling to their mothers’ skirts and yearn. 
Lovers gigzie and scream, and the proprietor 
of the coaster gathers in the five-cent pieces 
by tne bushel. To him the snort of the coastér 
is sweet and joyous music. 

The first requisit for the construction of a 
coaster is a varied and unlimited supply of 
stilts, The idea of the run was suggested by 
the immense structure at Montreal, where 
the Canadians go tobogganing. A trestlework 
about fifteen feet higa, four feet broad. and 
fifty feet long is erected. It has a railroad on 
ite upper surface. On the two raiis run the 
sledges, which are nothing more nor less than 
long benches on flanged wheels which fit the 
track, The track is not level by any means. It 
18, indeed, quite the reverse. The siedge starts 
of at an altitude of fifteen or twenty feet, 
runs @ few feet, and then starts on a down 
grade ut tne rate of about thirty-five miles an 
bour. It runs down a short distance and then 
the track dips at a perceptible’ ourve to the 
level of the earth, and rises in another curve 
nearly to the fifteen or twenty foot le vei again. 

curves in the track are some- 
thing in the form of the letter 8 laid 
over on its front. Such was the original 
coaster at Coney Island. It reaped such 
a harvest that enterprise and capital began 
to erect rivals, and now the varieties in 
the forms of the coasters defy description. 
Some of them are circular, and make three or 
four dips before the jouraey ig finished, and 
a very large one, which bas just been erected 


* He was introduced to me by my 
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off at once and waich the wild race. The cars 
start off easily, loaded with Coney Island ex- 
cursionists, and glide gently along for a few 
feet. Then there is a yell as the car dips head- 
long on one of the curves and shoots almost 
vertically downward. Its momentum carries 
it up the next incline; it dips again, and gath- 
ers enough velocity to carry it slowly up grade 
until it comes nearly to the station whence it 
started. The noise is terrific. 

The first ride on a coaster is apt to prove a 
novelty to the youth or maiden who has be- 
come b in the matter of scups, and whose 
appetite for merry-go-rounds bas become juded 
by too trequent indulgence. There are points 
about the ride that are unusual. It combines 
the effect of seasickness imparted by the pri- 
meval swing with the rush of a runaway ice- 
wagon onadown grade; but besides all this 
there is a feeling of sailing through space which 
is elsewhere unattainable without the assist- 
ance of a balioon. 

The writer ascended a steep flight of steps to 
the platform of the coaster directly in front of 
Cabie’s. He was moved thereto by a loud- 
voiced man, who wore a beaver hat very much 
over his left eye, and discoursed somewhat in 
the following strain:
